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MEPs move to ban use of harmful 

pesticides ‘which can cause cancer* 


CAMPAIGNERS have welcomed 
proposed laws to ban the use of 
pesticides near homes, hospitals 
and schools. 

MEPs voted in favour of plans to set up 
‘no-spray zones’ for the chemicals due to 
health fears. 

Long-term exposure to pesticides can 
cause cancer, sterility, birth defects, and 
genetic damage, according to the European 
Commission. 

Caroline Lucas, Green Party MEP for 
the South East, was one of those who 
voted in favour of a new ban. 

Dr Lucas, who sits on the European 
Parliament’s environment committee, said: 
“Those living in the shadow of sprayed 
fields have some of the highest levels of 
pesticide exposure over a long period.

“Recent research demonstrates that 
particularly vulnerable groups, such as 
children and pregnant women, can have 
their development affected by exposure to 
a number of currently used pesticides.” 

Georgia Downs, of the UK Pesticides 
Campaign - which highlights the health 
risks and environmental impacts of pesti¬ 
cides - said: “This is a positive step forward, 
as there is currently nothing to protect peo¬ 
ple from passive exposure to pesticides.” 

A Kent woman who grew up on a fruit 
farm believes the high instances of breast 
cancer in her family are related to their 
long-term exposure to pesticides. 

She said: “I can name at least another six 


women who worked along with us in the 
fields and who have all died of cancer.” 

However, the proposals have met with 
strong opposition from farmers and the 
chemical industry. 

Farmers across Kent use pesticides to 
protect their crops from pests, fungi and 
weeds. Natural methods can also be used, 
such as encouraging natural predators. 

The National Farmers’ Union said possi¬ 
ble effects on health had already been taken 
into account in existing safety regulations. 

John Archer, of the NFUs South East 
branch, said: “A lot [of pesticides] have been 
withdrawn from manufacture, but we can¬ 
not stop using them on the off chance that it 
might damage someone’s health... If all pes¬ 
ticides are banned, people won’t grow things

Drug factories 
new outlet for 
crime gangs

INTERNATIONAL criminal 
gangs are moving into Kent and 
setting up drugs factories, accord¬ 
ing to a senior Tory. 

Shocking figures released to KoS by Kent 
Police reveal more than £2 million of 
cannabis has been seized from organised 
criminal gangs over the last two years. 

The figures show 12,000 plants were taken 
from 54 cannabis farms run by gangs since 
October 2005. 

Ashford MP Damian Green, the shadow 
immigration minister, said he was “alarmed” 
by the numbers, but insisted they were “just 
the tip of the iceberg”. 

He said: “I have seen examples in my con¬ 
stituency in Ashford of clearly organised 
cannabis factories being set up and happily 
closed down by Kent Police. 

“My fear is Kent has become the target for 
international criminal gangs. We know many 
are operating in Britain now because our 
borders are so open. 

“I think it is really serious if these organ¬ 
ised gangs are setting up factories on this 
scale in Kent.” 

Gwyn Prosser, Labour MP for Dover and a 
member of the Home Affairs Select 
Committee, said the increase in growing was 
in part down to the success of customs officers. 

He said: “These gangsters move from peo¬ 


ple trafficking to prostitution to cannabis to 
cocaine, wherever the biggest returns are for 
the least sanction. 

“One reason they have moved into growing 
cannabis now is because customs officers at 
the ports, especially in Dover, have become so 
skilled in blocking these gangs. It has moved 
the market elsewhere. 

“However, cannabis farming and growing 
does not always relate to use. It doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily mean there has been an explosion of 
that in Kent.” 

There have been around 250 cultivation of 
cannabis offences discovered in the last two 
years, but most relate to small numbers of 
plants being grown for personal use or small- 
scale distribution. 

Seized 

Police have confirmed in the 54 cases where 
organised gangs have been involved, the num¬ 
ber of plants seized has been 200 or more. 

Speaking to KoS last week, Kent Police 
drugs liaison officer Sergeant Howard 
Chandler said the number of cannabis grow¬ 
ers in the county was on the increase. 

He added: “The growers are diverse and it 
would be wrong to try and identify individual 
groups in the community” 

He also said that the problem was across 
the whole county, and that factories could be 
set up in anything from terraced houses to 
barns and warehouses.

Home Office 
set to review 
Alleyne case 

THE Government is reviewing a decision 
to deport former West Indies and Kent 
cricketer Hartley Alleyne. 

Mr Alleyne, who teaches the sport at St 
Edmund’s School in Canterbury, was 
refused a work permit after the Home 
Office said he was not qualified. 

It said his experience did not equate to 
the required two A-levels. 

Two appeals over the decision have 
already been turned down, but now 
Home Office Minister Liam Byrne has 
announced a new review. 

In a letter to Kent MP Julian Brazier, 
Mr Byrne said: “In the light of the partic¬ 
ular circumstances of this case, a deci¬ 
sion has now been made to review Mr 
Alleyne’s case with regard to his family 
and private life in the United Kingdom.” 

Consideration 

Mr Alleyne has an English wife, two 
young sons and a 24-year-old daughter 
living in the country The Barbados-born 
former cricketer has lived in the UK for 
29 years and considers it his home. 

The letter from Mr Byrne added: “The 
Border and Immigration Agency will 
(now) write to Mr Alleyne and provide 
him with full details of the information 
required in order to review his case. He 
will also be given the opportunity to make 
any further representations that he 
would like to be taken into consideration.” 

Mr Brazier, Tory MP for Canterbury 
and Whitstable, said: “I welcome the fact 
that they are reviewing the case again. 

“I will continue to press for a successful 
outcome for this most deserving man.”

FILMS may be Barry Norman’s 
first love, but pickled onions 
come a close second. 

In a rather bizarre career move, the for¬ 
mer BBC and Sky movie critic has recruit¬ 
ed Kent firm Bennett Opie Ltd to produce a 
new range of the tasty snack based on a 
family recipe dating back generations. 

The Sittingbourne-based company spent 
two years finding a way to mass produce 
the recipe, and the onions now sit proudly 
on supermarket shelves. 

Speaking to KoS, the semi-retired critic 
said “no-one is more surprised than me” to 
see his family’s creation on the shelves. 

He said: “For many years I have been mak¬ 
ing pickled onions for my family and I with a 
recipe I got from my mother and she got from 
hers. It goes back to the 19th century 

“It all came about because my daughter 
Emma, who lives close to me, invited friends 
to come over for dinner. Her friend John is a 
hotshot in advertising and is also a pickled 
onion nut. He can come home and eat ajar 
unaccompanied, which is more than I can.

“Emma produced one of my onions and it 
was like St Paul on the Road to Damascus. 
This look of bliss came over his face, he said 
it was the best he’d ever eaten and he insist¬ 
ed it must be marketed. 

“I thought ‘that’s nice of him’, but I didn’t 
take it seriously. A few days later John 
came round and said he had to get them 
into the shops. He arranged meetings and it 
went from there.” 

The imaginatively titled Barry Norman 
Pickled Onions hit the shelves of Waitrose, 
Sainsbury’s and Tesco in September, and are 
set to be rolled out to other shops and super¬ 
markets across the country this month. 

Mr Norman always kept a professional dis¬ 
tance from the stars of the films he critiqued, 
and admitted he never invited them round 
to try his onions. He is, however, close to the 
man who got his BBC job, Jonathan Ross. 

Mr Norman’s nephew Matthew is married 
to Mr Ross’s sister Lisa, and Mr Norman 
said the two film aficionados get on well. 

“We don’t hang out or anything, but I 
have a lot of respect for him,” he added. “I’m 
not sure if he’s tried the onions though. I’ll 
make sure his sister gets ajar.”

Mr Norman, who no longer appears on TV 
but still writes a regular column for the 
Radio Times, is not the first man to move 
from the world of films to the cut-throat busi¬ 
ness of mass-produced foodstuffs. 

Octogenarian Hollywood star Paul Newman 
has also moved on to the supermarket shelves 
with a range of more than 70 products rang¬ 
ing from pasta sauces to chocolate. 

Mr Norman added: “There’s a chap called 
Newman who does it apparently. Well, all I 
can say is he’d better watch out. 

“I promise you they’re great onions.”

Immigration 
numbers ‘fiasco’ 

SHADOW minister Damian Green has 
slammed the Government’s miscalculation of 
immigration figures, calling it a “fiasco”. 

The Ashford MP’s comments follow the reve¬ 
lation that the Government had underesti¬ 
mated the number of migrant workers in the 
UK by 300,000. 

It had originally put the figure at 800,000, 
but admitted this week that the real number 
of migrant workers in the UK was 1.1 million. 

Mr Green told Kent on Sunday: “This latest 
fiasco with the immigration figures is a symp¬ 
tom of a system still not fit for purpose. 

‘We know that if the Government can’t even 
count the number of people coming here, they 
certainly can’t control the number. 

“Kent’s ports are among the main places of 
entry to this country, but the Government is 
not providing an adequate system of protection 
or simply checking those coming in and out.” 

Home Secretary Jacqui Smith told the BBC 
she was sorry the wrong figures had been 
given out. She said: “Of course it is bad that 
these figures are wrong and ministers have 
apologised for that, I am sorry about that. 

“But the important point is that actually 
there are 2.7 million more jobs in this country 
than there were in 1997. 

“That’s more jobs, yes, that have been filled 
by those that have come from abroad, but 
many more jobs that have been filled by UK 
nationals, and vacancies are still out there for 
UK nationals.” 

Led Zep show off 

ROCK legends Led Zeppelin have been forced to 
postpone their long-awaited comeback concert. 

The heavy metal pioneers, whose bassist 
John Paul Jones, 61, hails from Sidcup, were to 
play their first show since 1985’s Live Aid con¬ 
cert, at the 02 arena in Greenwich on 
November 26, but have had to cancel it after 
guitarist Jimmy Page fractured a finger. 

It will now take place on December 10. 

In a statement on the band’s website, Mr 
Page said: “I am disappointed that we are 
forced to postpone the concert by two weeks. 

“However, Led Zeppelin have always set very 
high standards for ourselves and we feel that 
this postponement will enable my injury to 
properly heal, and permit us to perform at the 
level that both the band and our fans have 
always been accustomed to.” 


Shattering experience for 
football-loving Labour MP 


WHAT do you get if you cross an MP, a foot¬ 
ball and a female vicar? Broken wrists, 
apparently. 

That was the fate that awaited Gillingham 
and Rainham MP Paul Clark when he lined 
up for a two-a-side football match in a church 
hall alongside Reverend Gill Tovar. 

Mr Clark was left with both arms in plaster 
after a freak tumble during the light-hearted 
kickabout at Twyndall Church Hall last 
Friday. A trip to Medway Maritime Hospital 
soon revealed the MP had broken his right 
wrist and completely shattered his left. 

Not realising the extent of his injuries at 
the time, Mr Clark gallantly played on until 
the final whistle. 

It was only when he came to leave the hall 
that the pain grew and he realised a helping 
hand would be needed. 

Despite being unable to answer his mobile 
phone, he was later able to issue a statement. 

He said: “I got back to the car with my son 
and realised I couldn’t drive. It was only then 
the pain started and I realised I had to get to 
hospital.” 

Surgeons operated on his left wrist on 
Saturday afternoon, securing it tightly with 
a number of strong wires. 

Mr Clark vowed to get straight back to 
work helping his constituents, and on 
Tuesday he joined Education Secretary Ed 
Balls at the Gillingham’s Priestfield football 
stadium for a consultation event looking at 
Labour’s 10 Year Children Plan. 

During a question and answer session he had 
to move his whole upper body to point to mem¬ 
bers of the audience using his plastered arms. 


Mr Clark paid tribute to the caring mem¬ 
bers of staff who treated him at the 
Gillingham hospital. 

He said: “The teams in accident and emer¬ 
gency and Phoenix ward who looked after me 
during my stay did a superb job. 

“This is not the first time I’ve found myself 
in the hospital, and on every occasion the 
service has been first class. I hope they will 
forgive me though if I say I’m not in a rush to 
go back any time soon. 

“Obviously I need to allow time for the 
injuries to heal, and it may take me a bit 
longer to respond to emails at the moment, 
but I will be back at work for the people of 
Gillingham and Rainham tomorrow.” 

Surgery 

The match had been organised to help cel¬ 
ebrate the inaugural Twydall Friday Club for 
young people, which he helped to establish. 

The club gives youngsters in Twydall a 
place to take part in sports and activities. 

A spokesman for the Labour Party said: 
“For the last 10 years Paul has been holding 
surgeries to help residents sort out their 
problems, but this weekend he unexpectedly 
found himself in surgery. We wish him a 
speedy recovery.” 

Mr Clark was born and raised in 
Gillingham and was elected as Member of 
Parliament in 1997. 

He has taken a number of junior positions 
within government since then, and was 
Parliamentary Private Secretary to Deputy 
Prime Minister John Prescott from 2005 to 
this year.

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County Hall TV reveals 
internet viewing figures

KENT County Council’s new 
online TV service has had nearly 
60,000 viewers in its first six 
weeks, according to County Hall. 

Figures released by KCC show 59,453 visits 
have been made to www.kenttv.com since its 
launch on September 21. There have also been 
just under 200,000 page views, with the aver¬ 
age user staying for about five minutes. 

The online channel was launched amid 
much fanfare at Maidstone Studios last 
month. It is operated by Ten Alps, a media 
company founded by Sir Bob Geldof. 

On Friday, Ten Alps MD Nigel Dacre - who 
was instrumental in launching Kent TV - left 
the company to start his own internet TV firm. 

The service has attracted considerable con¬ 
troversy as it is expected to cost the taxpayer 
£1.4 million in its first two years. That 
includes £200,000 in start-up costs followed by 
an estimated £600,000 per year. 

Concerns have also been raised about the 
station - dubbed Cartervision after the council 
leader - being used as a tool for propaganda. 

KCC believes it will be able to recoup £100,000 
in the first year and £260,000 in the second 
through advertising and sponsorship deals. 

Council leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “It’s early 
days and of course there was a lot of interest and 
press coverage around the launch but the view¬ 
ing figures are encouraging and we are delight¬ 
ed so many people are using Kent TV to access 
news, information and features about Kent. 


“Kent TV has really come into its own as a 
source of up-to-date, reliable information 
regarding the recent hospital bug.” 

The council is hoping that up to 50,000 view¬ 
ers will use the service every month. 

Worrying 

Opposition leader Cllr Mike Eddy said he 
expected the viewing figures to tail off. 

He said: “People will go in there to see what 
it’s like, then some people may revisit it every 
three months or so. The question will be can it 
maintain these figures, and I can’t see it hap¬ 
pening. That is rather worrying.” 


The council’s decision to spend so much on 
the TV channel came under attack by Stephen 
Ladyman, the Labour MP for South Thanet, in 
the House of Commons last week. 

He said KCC had put up home care charges 
for older people to raise the same amount. 

He said: “There is no greater supporter of 
devolution to local councils than I, but should 
we not have a debate, so that we can expose 
how Tory councils abuse those powers?”

The man was arrested on October 30 and 
charged on Thursday. He was due before 
magistrates on Friday. 

Truants caught 

MORE than 50 children were stopped by 
police during a two-day crackdown on tru¬ 
ancy in Shepway. 

The majority of the 52 young people 
stopped on Wednesday and Thursday were 
accompanied by their parents and had a 
genuine reason for being out of school. Nine 
had no valid reason for being out of school, 
while two had been excluded from their 
schools. 

WPC Fran Fryer-Kelsey, the Youth Crime 
Reduction Officer, said: “Truancy is a seri¬ 
ous issue and we will continue to work with 
the education service to clampdown on it.” 

Fatal bike crash 

A 24-YEAR-OLD motorcyclist has died 
after a collision with a Ford Transit van. 

Police were called following the collision 
at Stick Hill, between Edenbridge and 
Cowden, on Thursday afternoon. 

The rider, who was from south-west 
London, suffered serious injuries and was 
taken to hospital in Redhill where he later 
died. 

The next of kin of the deceased have been 
informed and the coroner’s office notified. 

Police have not released further details.

Many Kent companies are hoping to 
benefit from the 2012 Games, but Mr 
Robertson, the Tories’ Olympics spokesman, 
said at the moment he is more worried 
about what it’s going to cost the country. 

Olympics minister Tessa Jowell had been 
criticised by the British Olympic 
Association chairman Lord Moynihan 
about an apparent lack of detail being 
provided to the Olympic Board. 

Mr Robertson said: “The minister’s 
admission that the Olympic Board, the 
body responsible for overseeing all aspects 
of London 2012, does not have access to up- 
to-date figures for the Olympic budget is 
staggering. 

Itemisation 

“Her further admission, clearly laid out in 
Hansard, that detailed work on the budget 
was not complete is a clear sign that 
Government does not currently know the 
exact state of the budget - which is another 
extraordinary admission only six months 
after the same minister had to admit a 
tripling of the original budget. 

“As an absolute minimum, the Olympic 
Board needs an up-to-date budget, a 
monthly cash-flow and an itemisation of the 
contingency allocated each time it meets. 

‘Without this, there is no effective scruti¬ 
ny and the public can have no confidence 
that the budget will not spiral.” 

The Department for Culture, Media and 
Sport claimed the Olympic Board was 
regularly provided with financial updates 
and dismissed the claims of disarray. 

World record 
for Edith, 105 

SPRIGHTLY Edith Gulliford has become 
the world’s oldest bridesmaid at the age 
of 105. 

The pensioner, from Strood, grabbed the 
Guinness World Record by stepping down 
the aisle with great-granddaughter Kyra 
Harwood in March. 

After officially going in the book this 
week, Edith said: “I didn’t have any idea I 
was the oldest in the world. It was a big 
surprise really.” 

Hie record was previously held by Flossie 
Bennett, who lagged seven years and 355 
days behind Edith. 


Time has arrived 
for a change in 
UK’s constitution

TWO Kent MPs from across the 
political divide have called for a 
radical overhaul of Government, 
including the abolition of the 
House of Commons and the House 
of Lords. 

Both Derek Wyatt, the Labour MP for 
Sittingboume and Sheppey, and Roger Gale, 
the Conservative MP for North Thanet, have 
put forward proposals that would see sepa¬ 
rate parliaments established for England, 
Scotland, Wales and Northern Ireland, with a 
senate or House of Representatives-style 
body presiding over issues affecting the wider 
union. The Prime Minister would be selected 
from the latter and the Queen would remain 
as head of state. 

Mr Wyatt said the new federal system, 
which would be bound together by a written 
constitution, would solve the so-called West 
Lothian Question - whether or not MPs with 
seats in Scotland should be able to vote on 
matters that only affect England. 

He said: “Of course it is 20 years away, but 
we have to start the argument. 

“There has definitely been a mood change

in society over the last six months, whether it 
is because of Alex Salmond taking power in 
Scotland or because of other reasons. 

“The English take most things on the chin 
until they’re pushed. I can sense a certain 
amount of feeling we are reaching that point.” 

Under new Conservative proposals Scottish 
MPs would be barred from voting on English 
matters, but Mr Gale insisted the plans “do 
not go far enough”. 

Proposals 

Mr Gale said: “When I first put forward my 
proposals, getting on for 10 years ago, in the 
context of the creation of a Scottish 
Parliament and the abolition of the heredi¬ 
tary peers I was regarded as at best eccentric, 
and more probably as plain bonkers. 

“This is, though, a debate the time for which 
has arrived. I am constantly told this would 
be very difficult to implement, but it is always 
possible to find either excuses why something 
cannot be done or to find ways in which some¬ 


thing can be achieved. 

“What we have now is a camel of a horse 
designed not even by a committee, but by 
apprentices tinkering with machinery that 
has worked for centuries. 

“Now that we are where we are the time is 
surely ripe to take a grip of the whole consti¬ 
tutional issue and to address it through radi¬ 
cal surgery.” 

The proposals have not been met with 
approval from other Kent MPs. 

When contacted by Kent on Sunday, 
Gravesham MP Adam Holloway, Sevenoaks’ 
Michael Fallon, Faversham’s Hugh 
Robertson and Tonbridge and Mailing’s Sir 
John Stanley all agreed that Scottish MPs 
should not be allowed to vote on matters only 
affecting English residents, but stopped short 
of calling for a radical overhaul of the system. 

Canterbury MP Julian Brazier argued 
more decision-making power should be 
devolved to county councils and South 
Thanet’s Stephen Ladyman said the English 
Grand Committee should be used as an advi¬ 
sory body on matters affecting England. 

Dr Ladyman added: “There are 553 English 
MPs and 59 Scottish. It is not like the Scots 
can ever out vote the English.”

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FAMILY doctors are receiving 
more pay than ever, but are fail¬ 
ing to provide a better service, a 
patients’ group has claimed. 

Nationally, the average salary of a GP was 
£110,000 in 2005/06 - up nearly 10 per cent 
on the previous year, according to new figures. 

Data from the Information Centre for 
Health and Social Care revealed that 1,122 
of the UK’s GPs were earning more than 
£200,000, compared to 629 the year before. 

Matthew Elliott, chief executive of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, said he was angry 
that family doctors were being paid more, 
despite working less hours than three years 
ago. 

He said: “GPs are paid an astonishing 
amount considering the difficulties many 
people face seeing their local doctor out of 
office hours. It seems perverse the very peo¬ 
ple who pay GPs’ six-figure salaries are the 
ones who find it difficult to visit them. 

“This puts additional pressure on already 
over-stretched A&E departments which will 
be of great concern to everyone.”

Trust (PCT) revealed its family doctors were 
making £102,237 on average in 2005/06, 
which is slightly below the national average. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT said its 
average GP salary was £110,000. Medway 
PCT said it believed its salaries were in line 
with the national report. 

Also this week, a Royal College of Physicians 
(RCP) study found that because fewer GPs 
were offering out-of-hours care, patients were 
being forced to go to acute hospitals. 

Inflexible 

Current contracts for GPs were negotiated 
in 2004 and allow family doctors to opt out of 
providing care at the evenings and weekends. 

Outside office hours care is now provided 
by in-house GP teams, co-operatives and 
private firms employed by PCTs. 

The RCP study said: “Patient access to out- 
of-hospital general practice or community- 
based acute medical care, especially out-of- 
hours, is largely inadequate and inflexible.” 


The Patients Association has called for a 
review of the 2004 GP contract and its effect 
on patients. 

Katherine Murphy, a spokeswoman for the 
association, said: “GPs are 10 per cent better 
off, but their patients are not. Patients have 
to pay more than ever before for the NHS 
and are entitled to expect a better service.” 

But David Barr, a spokesman for the Kent 
Local Medical Committee, which represents 
the county’s 1,100 GPs, defended family 
doctors. 

He said: “The increase in salary is a direct 
result of GPs doing more work and increas¬ 
ing the quality of the service they provide.” 

Mr Barr said nationally that 8,500 people 
who would have died from hypertension are 
alive because of improved GP services and 
treatment. 

“There have been some problems [with 
out-of-hours care], but the picture in Kent is 
totally different. It has always been of a very 
high quality in the county. 

“The PCTs are now funding it, but the 
same GPs are delivering 80 per cent of it. 

“I do not accept that there is inadequate 
out-of-hours treatment in Kent,” he added.

Pesticides blamed for cancer, genetic

SPRAYING pesticides around peo¬ 
ple’s homes, schools, hospitals and 
other public areas should be 
banned because of the health risks, 
EU lawmakers have said. 

Members of the European Parliament have 
approved key legislation on restricting the use 
of the toxic chemicals - acknowledging that 
current laws are not doing enough to protect 
people’s health and the environment. 

MEPs voted in favour of new regulations on 
the approval and use of pesticides in the 
first reading of the European Commission’s 
proposed rules. 

When the commission launched the propos¬ 
als it stated: “Long-term exposure to pesticides 
can lead to serious disturbances to the 
immune system, sexual disorders, cancers, 
sterility, birth defects, damage to the nervous 
system and genetic damage.” 

The National Farmers’ Union said the 
majority of farmers in Kent used pesticides to 
some extent. 

Georgina Downs launched the pressure 
group UK Pesticides Campaign to highlight 
the risks and adverse health and environmen¬ 
tal impacts of pesticides in 2001. 

She said: “This is a very positive step forward, 
as there is currently nothing to protect people 
from passive exposure to pesticides, in particu¬ 
lar rural residents who are exposed on a long¬ 
term basis to mixtures of pesticides, repeatedly 
sprayed, around their homes, throughout every 
year, and in many cases, for decades. 

“Obviously those living near pesticide 
sprayed fields will include vulnerable groups 
such as babies and children, where the health 
risks are increased.” 

The proposed restrictions include: to impose 
‘substantial’ no-spray zones around public 
areas including residential areas, schools and 
hospitals; to impose buffer zones around water 
courses such as rivers and lakes (MEPs reject¬ 
ed the idea the zones should be 30ft and have 
left it to member states to decide specific 
width); a ban on aerial spraying; and an obli¬ 
gation to warn neighbours (but they rejected a 
requirement to warn residents at least 48 
hours in advance). 

While the MEPs’ vote is significant, EU 
member states still have to reach an agree¬ 
ment with the European Parliament about the 
proposals before they can become law 

Short-term exposure to pesticides can cause 
acute health effects including diarrhoea, nau¬ 
sea, vomiting, blurred vision, irritation and 
even death have been reported in various pub¬ 
lications, the proposals state. 

The proposals said: “People regularly or 
repeatedly exposed to or working with pesti¬ 
cides, may have a higher risk of incidence of 
cancer of other chronic diseases, birth defects, 
cancer in offspring, stillbirths and reproduc¬ 
tive problems, skin rashes and disorders, dis¬ 
turbed enzyme and nervous system.”

The proposals have pitted environment and 
health advocates against powerful agricultur¬ 
al and chemical industry lobbies. 

Ms Downs said there had been immense lob¬ 
bying from the farming industry to get recom¬ 
mendations removed from the proposals, includ¬ 
ing the European Environment Committee’s 
amendment suggesting compulsory notification 
of neighbours before spraying takes place. 

The NFU hailed the MEPs’ vote as a victory 
after a number of what it believed to be the most 
contentious and potentially damaging aspects of 
the proposed pesticide policy were thrown out. 

John Archer, the environmental and land 
use advisor for NFU South East, said it was 
not practical for farmers to have to warn 
neighbours before they are about to spray. 

He said: “Our view is that if there is scientif¬ 
ic evidence then the industry will take those 
precautions. The Government has looked at it 
and the outcome has been that the existing 
safeguards are adequate.” 

He dismissed the fact the European 
Commission had acknowledged the long-term 
impacts of pesticides and their adverse effect 


Was family’s cancer linked 
to exposure to pesticides? 


A MOTHER-OF-THREE has revealed how 
she believes that the high instances of breast 
cancer in her family are linked to their long¬ 
term exposure to pesticides. 

Mary Hooper, who is in her early 40s, grew 
up on a fruit farm in Kent where her father 
worked as the farm manager. 

She has had major surgery and a bout of 
chemotherapy to treat the disease and has 
just finished a course of the breast cancer drug 
Herceptin. 

Her mother, who has currently finished 
treatment of the cancer for a second time, and 
her middle sister have both suffered from 
breast cancer in their early 40s. 

Mrs Hooper said: ‘We used to help pick the 
fruit for pocket money and were always play¬ 
ing in the fields. We were always scrumping on 
fruit that had not been washed. Smelling and 
tasting the [pesticide] spray in the air - it is 
one of my most vivid childhood memories.” 

Desperately searching for an answer to the 


family’s apparent “bad luck” she started to 
explore various issues on the internet. 

“It suddenly came into my head, how so 
many other people who had worked on the 
farm had cancer. I can name at least another 
six women who worked along with us in the 
fields and who have all died of cancer - half of 
those had breast cancer. 

“I was looking on the internet and came 
across Georgina’s page at the UK Pesticides 
Campaign. It made me feel better to know that 
I wasn’t the only one thinking about the dan¬ 
gers of pesticide exposure. Especially having 
children it makes you hugely concerned about 
what they are being exposed to,” she said. 

Mrs Hooper’s eldest sister, who did not work 
in the fields, has remained fit and healthy. 

Mrs Hooper called on the Government to do 
more to protect people living and working 
around farms.

The impacts on human health 


THE LATEST figures show that in the south of 
England more than 2.5million kg of pesticides 
are used yearly, the Advisory Committee on 
Pesticides found. 

A spokeswoman for the National Farmers’ 
Union said it was impossible to give specific 
details on the use of pesticides in Kent 
because it was so widespread and varied 
from farm to farm. 

Elliott Cannell, who is the European coordi¬ 
nator for the Pesticide Action Network a non 
profit making organisation that works to elimi¬ 
nate the hazards of pesticides and reduce 
dependence on chemical pest control, said 
there was mounting evidence linking pesticide 
exposure to serious impacts on human health. 

Researchers in Liverpool have found 
evidence that pesticides may be a factor in 
breast, testicular and prostate cancer, he said. 


Mr Cannell added that an EU study on 
Parkinson’s disease found that low level 
exposure may increase the chances of 
developing the condition. 

Around 31,000 tonnes of chemicals are 
used in farming in the UK each year to kill 
weeds, insects and other pests that attack 
crops and in 2004, 40 per cent of fruit, 
vegetables and bread samples tested con¬ 
tained pesticides, the Soil Association said. 

Four pesticides are allowed on the 
association’s organic farms - sulphur, soft 
soap, copper and rotenone - they are either 
of natural origin or simple chemical products, 
a spokeswoman said. 

Early results from a £12million study by 
British scientists revealed on Monday found 
that organic fruit, vegetables and milk may 
be more nutritious than non-organic. 


on people’s health in its proposals. 

“It is just a matter of what the definition of 
‘long term’ is. We have to go by what scientific 
evidence is available and the overall outcome 
is that existing safety measures and the 
licensing of various substances have taken all 
that [health effects] into account. 

“A lot have been withdrawn from manufac¬ 
ture, but we cannot stop using them on the off 
chance that it might be damaging people’s 
health,” he said. 

Mr Archer said supermarkets had a massive 
influence on what farmers produce and how. 

He said: “If all pesticides are banned, people 
won’t grow things anymore. Supermarkets 
have a huge amount of power over the food 
market and what people buy. Demand is creat¬ 
ed or encouraged by supermarkets rather 
than coming directly from the consumer. If 


they want blemish-free, high-yield fruit it has 
to be produced.” 

Asked how widespread the use of pesticides 
is in Kent, he said: “It is fair to say almost any 
crop will require the application of some sort of 
herbicide or pesticide.” 

Ms Downs’ organisation has been contacted 
by hundreds of people in England who believe 
there is a link between their bad health prob¬ 
lems and the use of pesticides. 

The 34-year-old grew up next to a farm in 
West Sussex and her childhood was blighted 
by health problems including headaches, sore 
throats with blisters and flu-type illnesses. 

She now has osteoporosis with a high risk of 
fracturing. After researching the rules regulat¬ 
ing crop spraying she found there were not 
enough to protect people from the dangers of 
long-term exposure to the toxic chemicals.

Autism provision in 
Commons’ sights 


A LABOUR MP has 
secured a parliamentary 
debate to question the 
support available to autis¬ 
tic children in school. 

Dr Stephen Ladyman, MP for 
South Thanet, won a concession 
from Harriet Harman, Leader of 
the House of Commons, to discuss 
the issue after he said too many 
autistic children were being denied 
the educational support they need. 

He said: “I want to highlight not 
just the general problem but also 
the specific shortage of autistic pro¬ 
vision in Kent and the failure of 
Kent County Council to address it.”

Fathers feel ‘isolated’ 


FATHERS of children with autism 
feel alone and marginalised in a 
system focused on mothers, an 
expert on the disorder has said. 

John Franklin, who has worked 
with autistic children and their 
families for more than 20 years, 
has been running a club offering 
support and guidance for fathers 
in Kent for six years. 

He said: “They feel alone - that 
is the big word in the world of 
fathers with autistic children. 

“They feel unintentionally mar¬ 
ginalised because everything is 


targeted at ‘the parents’, which 
ends with the mother. Dad very 
much feels excluded.” 

Mr Franklin, who lives near 
Gravesend, said the fathers 
found it difficult to open up and 
share their feelings. 

“Men find it difficult to walk over 
the threshold into the fathers’ 
club, we cannot be seen to fail 
and some feel they are failing.” 

The clubs are run in Dartford, 
Folkestone and Maidstone. For

sion was among the best in the country. He 
criticised Labour’s inclusion policy and 
moves to abolish special schools. 

All special schools in Kent now only take 
children with profound, severe and complex 
needs. 

Currently there are 1,800 children judged 
to have low to moderate autism in main¬ 
stream schools. 

Dr Ladyman questioned the amount of 
money given to support these autistic chil¬ 
dren in mainstream schools. 

He said: “The suggestion I am getting 
from parents of autistic children is there is 
not enough money to give them the support 
they need.” 

The MP, who set up the All Party 
Parliamentary Group for Autism, said 
money for low to moderate SEN is now 
given to schools in baseline budget funding. 

ct What is happening is it is buried in that 
baseline budget and spent on general things 
for helping the school.

“The change was made with good intention 
to give them [schools] more flexibility but it 
is perhaps the time to be asking whether 
that was a good or bad change,” he said. 

SEN statements entitle disabled children 
to services such as access to special schools 
or units within mainstream schools, one-to- 
one teaching or full-time assistance. 

But, as KOS Media has previously report¬ 
ed, parents are struggling to get KCC to 
carry out statutory sssessments of their chil¬ 
dren, which is the first step in the statement- 
ing process, according to figures provided by 
the Conservative MP Adam Holloway 

Right balance 


Some parents say KCC’s statementing 
process is difficult and stressful for all 
involved and while it is being strung out as 
parents are forced to appeal to independent 
tribunals after the authority’s refusal, chil¬ 
dren are missing chunks of their education. 

Cllr Carter staunchly defended the 
authority’s SEN provision. He also ques¬ 
tioned Mr Holloway’s figures and said the 
number of appeals to tribunal had dropped 
by 17 per cent this year. 

He said KCC had to get the right balance 
between funding for mainstream schools and 
funding for the needs of children with SEN. 

He said a unit for autistic children at the 
“high end of the intellectual spectrum” 
opened 18 months ago at the Simon 
Langton Grammer School in Canterbury 
and the Peter Walker unit at The Abbey 
School in Swale, were examples of the work 
KCC was doing for autistic children. 

The Government said national funding 
for SEN provision has risen by more than 
£1 billion and now stands at £4.5bn. 

A spokesman said it had launched a new 
£2m training and support programme for 
teachers and other staff working with chil¬ 
dren with SEN, including autism.

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C cliff infections 
start to reduce 

INSTANCES of the killer superbug 
Clostridium difficile at hospitals in Kent are 
falling, the latest figures show. 

The Health Protection Agency revealed the 
latest infection rates at 171 acute NHS trusts 
across the country, on Thursday. 

It showed Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust, which has been at the centre of a 
superbug crisis after a damning report into 
the deaths of 90 patients from C diff was 
published last month, is now ranked 66th. 

The troubled trust had 357 cases from 
January to June 2006 compared to 176 for 
the same period this year. 

Patients with MRSA dropped from 47 in 
April to March 2005-06 to 41 for the same 
period in 2006-07. 

Dartford and Gravesham NHS Trust has 
the lowest results for C diff in the county, with 
76 cases in January to June this year. 

However, cases of MRSA rose slightly 
from 24 from April to March 2005-06 to 30 for 
the same period this year. 

East Kent Hospitals Trust had 318 cases of 
C diff in January to June 2006. 

But the trust managed to impose better 
infection control methods and the rate 
dropped to 150 for January to June 2007. 

The number of patients with MRSA fell by 
14 for April to March 2006-07 from the previ¬ 
ous year’s figures. 

In Medway the MRSA rates were at 43 this 
year up from 34 last year. C diff rates have 
fallen.

THE DISGRACED for¬ 
mer chief executive of 
the NHS trust where 
90 patients died in two 
superbug outbreaks 
will not get a pay-off 

Alan Johnson, the Secretary 
of State for Health, said 
Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust might have 
acted unlawfully in agreeing to 
award Rose Gibb severance 
pay, rumoured to be £400,000. 

More than 1,100 patients 
were infected with Clostridium 
difficile during the outbreaks 
18 months ago, which led to a 
Healthcare Commission inves¬ 
tigation into the crisis. 

After a visit to Maidstone 
Hospital to speak to staff and 
patients on Thursday, he said: 
“The legal advice I have 
received, following my decision 
to direct the trust to withhold 
any payment to Rose Gibb, 
shows the trust did not follow 
due process in getting all the 
approvals it required for Rose 
Gibb’s severance package and 
that the trust’s decision is like¬ 
ly to be regarded as unlawful. 

“The trust has referred all the 
relevant papers to its external 
auditors to review and is consid¬ 
ering the potential next steps. 

“I have also instructed the 
NHS chief executive, David 
Nicholson, to write to all trusts 
today advising them of the 
proper process approvals they 
must seek before making any 
severance payments to senior 
managers that are above con¬ 
tractual commitments.” 

The watchdog’s damning 
report said a “litany of errors” 


caused the killer outbreaks 
and that trust management 
were distracted by meeting 
financial and clinical targets. 

It showed how appalling 
hygiene conditions, including 
patients being told to “go in 
their beds” because nurses 
were too busy to help them, 
had contributed to the deaths. 

Ms Gibb resigned the week 
before the report was pub¬ 
lished. Trust chairman James 
Lee followed soon after. 

Relatives of the patients who 
died expressed outrage over 
reports Ms Gibb was given a 
£400,000 pay off after leaving. 

Safety 

George Jenkins, the trust’s 
new chairman, revealed the 
latest head to roll was director 
of nursing Bernard Place. 

Mr Johnson said the trust’s 
hospitals were top of the list in 
the country for a deep clean, 
handing out £350,000 to fund it. 

Extra hospital matrons 
would be employed he said. 

‘They will have more power 
over cleanliness and safety stan¬ 
dards,” he said. 

Mr Jenkins and the trust’s 
interim chief executive, Glenn 
Douglas, welcomed Health 
Protection Agency figures 
showing C diff rates at the 
trust have reduced from 164 
from April to June, 2006, to 89 
for the same period in 2007. 


THE NEW chairman and 
chief executive of the NHS 
trust struggling to get over a 
superbug crisis has pledged staff 
would listen to concerns raised 
by patients and relatives over 
care and hygiene. Glenn Douglas, 
Maidtone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust’s interim chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “I can give a promise I 
will treat every complaint serious¬ 
ly and ask the right questions.”

FEARS have been raised 
that thousands of homes 
could be built on country¬ 
side after the head of a 
quango charged with pro¬ 
tecting it said “the sanctity 
of green belt land should be 
questioned”. 

Dr Helen Phillips, chief executive 
of Natural England, said the green 
belt, put in place half a century ago 
to avoid urban sprawl, was “not 
intended to deal with the complex 
environmental challenges that face 
us today’. 

Natural England is a quango set 
up a year ago with a remit to “pre¬ 
serve and enhance the natural envi¬ 
ronment”. 

Large parts of west Kent are desig¬ 
nated as green belt land, particularly 
around Sevenoaks and Dartford. 

The comments were made as part 
of a speech to mark Natural 
England’s first anniversary 

Dr Phillips said: “Our approach 
must be to show how large numbers 
of new houses can be provided with 
the right services in places that are 
pleasant to live, work and play in, 
rich in wildlife and that are 
designed as attractive, distinctive, 
self sustaining landscapes. 

“And if we can develop in this way, 
creating corridors of green space, 
reconnecting people and the natural 
world, there is no reason why we 
shouldn’t look again at the green belt. 

“Nobody could deny, and we do 
not, that the green belt has achieved 
its primary purpose in constraining 
urban sprawl. But the consequence 
of this is that development tends to 
leapfrog over the green belt and 
land in much more vulnerable parts

of the natural environment.” 

The comments did not go down well 
with countryside protection groups. 

Dr Hilary Newport, head of the 
Kent branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, said she was 
“very, very concerned that strict con¬ 
trols could be relaxed”. 

She said: “The important thing 
about green belt land is that it is 
permanent. To allow it to be built on 
would be the death knell for some of 
the lovely countryside we have got. 

Struggling 

“It would be a very, very retro¬ 
grade step for protection of country¬ 
side and important green spaces. 

“We are putting a lot of reliance on 
projections for population growth. 
We’d like to see the Government 
take a more consistent approach. 

“Everyone recognises the need to 
use less water and less energy, I am 
struggling to understand why there 
isn’t a similar consensus on what we 


can actually provide - the South 
East is using more water than it 
actually has and the Government 
seems intent on ignoring this fact. 

“It is very disappointing that a 
governmental, or quasi-govemmen- 
tal body isn’t doing more to put its 
money where its mouth is and pro¬ 
tect the countryside.” 

Caroline Lucas, Green Party MEP 
for the South East, questioned the 
independence of Natural England. 

She said: “It seems to me it ought to 
be the guardian of the countryside, 
but I have to say one year on there 
are question marks as to whether or 
not it has shown itself to be strong 
and stand up to the Government. 

“Is this the Government or the 
interests of developers speaking? It 
is the same with all these quangos, 
you never know whose agenda they 
are pushing.”

opens to public

PAINTINGS by Winston 
Churchill, photographs with for¬ 
eign leaders and model sail boats 
are some of the items that will be 
on display when the grand home 
of former Prime Minister and 
Kent schoolboy Sir Edward Heath 
is opened to the public. 

On his death in 2005, Sir Edward 
bequeathed his 18th century home, known as 
Arundells near Salisbury Cathedral, to a 
charitable foundation in the hope it would be 
opened as a museum displaying his collection 
of artwork and memorabilia from his time in 
office. After months of wrangling with the 
council’s planners, permission has been given 
and it is now planned to open next Easter. 

Sir Edward, or Teddy as he was known as 
a young man, was born in 1916 to a carpen¬ 
ter and a parlour maid in Broadstairs. He 
later went to Chatham House Grammar 
School in Ramsgate and the King’s School in 
Canterbury before leaving to study at Balliol 
College in Oxford. 

The former Prime Minister, who spent the 
last 20 years of his life at Arundells, served as 
MP for Bexley from 1950 to 1974, MP for 
Sidcup from 1974 to 1983, and as MP for the 
newly created constituency of Old Bexley and

Sidcup from 1983 to 2001. He was succeeded 
by his friend Derek Conway, the current MP. 

Lord Robert Armstrong of Ilminster, the 
chairman of the Sir Edward Heath 
Foundation, said the property contains a 
“wealth of memorabilia”. 

He said: “The house itself is very old - some 
parts of it date back to the middle ages. 

“There are a lot of photographs of him with 
dignitaries from around the world who visit¬ 
ed him and whom he visited. For example, 
there is one from President Nixon’s visit to 
Chequers in October, 1970. The Queen came 
over for lunch and the three of them are pic¬ 
tured together. 

“He was also a collector of paintings. He has 
two landscapes painted by Winston Churchill 


in the south of 
France after 
the war, and 
there are oth¬ 
ers by Sickert 
and other 
painters from 
the first half of 
the 20th centu¬ 
ry.” 

Sir Edward 
was also a keen 
musician and 
sailor, and 
other items on 
display include a COLLECTOR: Ted Heath 
piano and paint¬ 
ings and models of his boats. 

Lord Armstrong added: “I believe he was the 
last Prime Minister to have very important inter¬ 
ests outside of politics.” 

One critic of the plan to open Arundells to the 
public is Spectator journalist Charles Moore, who 
described it as “a sort of mausoleum” and a 
“melancholy temple”. 

He wrote: “Arundells is a beautiful house, but 
Sir Edward’s possessions are the trophies of a 
desolate public life — golden miniature dhows 
from Arab emirs, certificates of the freedom of 
various Continental cities and so on.”

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Call to end 500 years of injustice

AN AMERICAN church group has 
called on the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the Queen to 
rescind a five-century-old charter 
that gave Christians the right to 
conquer the lands of “heathens 
and infidels”. 

The 1496 Royal Charter was issued by Ring 
Henry VII to the explorer John Cabot, who 
was one of the first modem Europeans to land 
on North American soil. 

The charter, which became known as the 
‘Doctrine of Discovery, allowed Cabot and his 
sons to “find, discover, and investigate what¬ 
soever islands, countries, regions, provinces 
of heathens and infidels... which before this 
time were unknown to all Christians.” 

Infidels 

It also stated: “John and his sons or their heirs 
may conquer, occupy and possess, as our vassals 
and governors lieutenants and deputies there¬ 
in, acquiring for us the dominion, title and juris¬ 
diction of the same towns, castles, cities, islands, 
and mainlands so discovered.” 

The Episcopal Diocese of Maine, close to the 
Canadadian border, has now called for the 
charter to be rescinded. 

Its website claims the charter “was relied 
upon as justification for the dispossession of 
lands and the subjugation of non-Christian 
people”. 

Maine is home to four Native American 
tribes and it was the group’s Indian Relations 
Committee that led the call at the body’s 
annual conference.

Commission, said: “We who enjoy so much 
privilege owe it to those whose privilege was 
taken away to call a wrong a wrong.” 

Mr Dieffenbacker-Rrall also claimed the 
charter had been used by the US Supreme 
Court to justify “treating indigenous nations 
and Native Americans as second-rate citizens”. 

The Bishop of Maine, Chilton Rnudsden, is 
expected to raise the issue at the 2008 
Lambeth Conference, which will be held at 
the University of Rent campus in Canterbury. 

John Cabot, bom Giovanni Caboto in Venice 
in 1450, sailed to North America in 1497 aboard 
the Matthew. He sailed under the British flag 
from Bristol, arrving at Cape Bonavista in 
Canada on June 24. 

He was the first man to map the Canadian 
coast from Nova Scotia to Newfoundland, and 
his voyages paved the way for the British 
claim to Canada. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury was unavail¬ 
able for comment as he was away in Jerusalem 
this week.

Do you know how 
fast you’re driving? 
SID does! 


It’s a well-known fact that speed is a major factor in 
road crashes. The effect of speed can be particularly 
important in residential areas where there is likely 
to be a greater number of pedestrians moving 
around. Even a small increase in speed can make 
a huge difference; travelling at 35 mph instead of 
3 omph will increase stopping distances by 21 feet 
(7 metres) and mean the chances of killing a 
pedestrian double. 

That’s why Kent Highway Services has enlisted 
SI D to remind drivers of the limit for the area 
they are driving in. SID stands for Speed Indicator 
Device and it is an electronic sign that flashes up a 
vehicle’s speed as it passes, as opposed to flashing 
the limit at speeding drivers. 

SID will be going to 24 areas of Kent that have had 
a record of crash incidents along with concerns 
over the speed of traffic - all of the selected roads 
will be 3 omph limits. 

The device will stay in each area for four weeks, 
before moving on and you’ll know if it’s coming 
to you because signs will be put up two weeks 
before its arrival. Once SID has been removed, 
we’ll put up more signs to give feedback on the 
behaviour of drivers in the area. 


Even if you are a good driver, a lapse in concentration 
can mean that you are travelling faster than you 
realise. Remember, even if you don’t see SID, 
you have your own SID in the dashboard of your 
car - your speedometer. 

We hope that SID will make you more aware 
of your speed before a little extra speed catches 
you out.

Roadworks involve people - 
not just cones! 



Carrying out essential works on Kent’s road 
network results in high risks for Kent Highway 
Services crews, as they work alongside 
moving traffic. 

There is increasing evidence that our workers 
are facing real dangers, due to careless 
driving and unacceptable angry behaviour 
from motorists. 

Feedback from our workers shows that too 
many people drive too fast through roadworks. 
In fact, this year in Kent, 12 ‘near misses’ have 
been reported which include cars jumping 
queues and hitting STOP/GO boards and 
vehicles clipping road cones, which cause 
them to flip up and hit workers. 

Careless driving isn’t the only problem though 
and a recent survey stated that 80% of road 
workers have been verbally or physically abused 
- one worker in Kent was even shot at with an 
air rifle. 

We recognise that roadworks are an 
inconvenience and are doing everything 
we can to minimise the disruption. 



However, repairs and improvements are needed 
to provide safer roads and pavements, and our 
workers, like everyone else, have the right to 
do their job safely. 

We make every effort to protect our workers 
but we’re asking you to please respect them 
and their safety by driving carefully and slowly 
through roadworks - you wouldn’t expect to 
be put at risk in your workplace, so please 
don’t endanger our workers on the roads.

Restoring 
harmony 
to highway 
trees 

Most people know that Kent Highway Services is responsible for the 
maintenance of highways, but did you know that we look after the 
trees alongside highways too? 

Each year a number of trees have to be felled because their condition has 
deteriorated beyond help and they are posing a danger. However, we know 
how important trees are, particularly in the urban landscape, and we’re 
actively engaged in replacing as many of the felled trees as possible. 

In addition to their aesthetic value, trees are an important wildlife 
habitat, provide shade, help to reduce noise and can improve air 
quality. We’re committed to providing trees for future generations 
to enjoy and in November, we’ll begin the first phase of this year’s 
programme to plant over 100 trees. 

We try to re-plant in the same place, but this isn’t always possible as 
site conditions may have changed considerably since the original tree 
was planted. More underground services and increased traffic flows are 
just two of the issues that can prevent us from re-planting in the same 
spot. Where space is not available, we work with the community to identify 
alternative planting opportunities at nearby sites. 

We also take the tree species into consideration when planting to 
make sure that the tree will have the best chance of thriving. 

For example, flowering cherries are very attractive, but often short 
lived in an urban environment and they tend to suffer from a number 
of problems associated with their shallow rooting systems. That’s why, 
where possible, we use species native to Britain or appropriate to the 
individual location.

A WOMAN who has been in a 
coma for the past six years is slow¬ 
ly coming back to life - after being 
given sleeping pills. 

Amy Pickard was only 17 when she slipped 
into a coma in 2001 - but now, after being 
given over-the-counter miracle pill Zolpidem, 
her devoted mum Thelma says the ‘old 
sparkle’ has returned to her daughter’s eyes. 

Miss Pickard, who was the subject of BBC 
One documentary The Waking Pill this week, 
has been in a persistent vegetative state for 
the past six years. 

Until last month she remained lifeless in bed. 

But now, barely four weeks after taking her 
first pill Miss Pickard, now 23, is slowly start¬ 
ing to come back to life at the Raphael Medical 
Centre in Tonbridge, where her devoted moth¬ 
er visits her every day. 

Amazing 

Mother-of-two Thelma, 54, from Hastings, 
said: “She is changing and it is amazing. 

“When she takes the pill, I see her face relax 
and the old sparkle return to her eyes. It’s 
incredible.” 

And two weeks ago Miss Pickard stood up - 
with support from two nurses - for the first 
time since she lost consciousness. 

Miss Pickard is also focusing on objects and 
making voluntary noises rather than staring 
into space with no sign of life. 

Her mother said: “She is using her eyes to 
focus and follow objects around the room 
instead of just staring. It truly is remarkable.” 

Miss Pickard, who has an older brother 
David, 27, is reacting to food and drink - gri¬ 
macing when given a lemon or something sour 
and smiling when given something sweet. 

Before being given the miracle pill she was 
fed through a tube in her stomach. 

And to the amazement of doctors, Miss 
Pickard has even started breathing by herself 
instead of through a hole in her throat. 

She suffered severe brain damage after

experimenting with heroin for the first time 
in July, 2001. 

Miss Pickard is one of 360 people taking 
part in a worldwide revolutionary drugs 
trial, which could see coma patients ‘miracu¬ 
lously come back to life. 

The remarkable side effects of Zolpidem 
were first noticed in South Africa after 24- 
year-old Louis Viljoen suffered serious brain 
damage after being hit by a truck on his bike 
in 1994. 

Doctors expected him to die and told his 
mother that he would never regain conscious¬ 
ness. 

But, five years later in 1999, Louis was 
given Zolpidem - which is normally used as 
a quick fix for insomnia, sending patients to 
sleep within 15 minutes - after nurses spot¬ 
ted him involuntarily pulling at his mattress 
while in a coma. 


They thought the drug would send him 
into a deep sleep and stop him moving 
around so much - but just 25 minutes after 
being given the first pill, he sat up and said: 
“Hello, mummy.” 

It was the first time he had spoken in five 
years. 

Lucy Hughes, the ward sister who watched 
over Louis for his years in a coma, said: “I 
was told he was talking and I said it couldn’t 
be - it wasn’t possible. 

“Then I heard him. His mother was speech¬ 
less and so were we. It was a very emotional 
moment.” 

British firm ReGen Therapeutics is now 
leading research into the astonishing unex¬ 
plained side-effects of Zolpidem.

Huge post office 
demo promised 

CAMPAIGNS protesting against proposed 
Post Office closures around Kent are gaining 
momentum, with the promise of “the mother 
of all post office protests” planned in Thanet. 

The Government has earmarked 2,500 
branches around the country, mainly in 
rural areas, for closure including 58 in Kent. 

Birchington parish councillors John 
Worrow, Jack Cohen and Jean Fleming are 
organising a protest on November 10 - only 
two days before the public consultation into 
the closures ends. 

Cllr Worrow said said: “This will be the 
mother of post office protests. This gather¬ 
ing will give people a last chance to show 
how they feel about the closures.” 

Campaigners are meeting at 10.45am out¬ 
side Minnis Bay Post Office in the village. 

Meanwhile, more than 100 people attend¬ 
ed a meeting in Hawkhurst near Cranbrook 
over plans to axe the village’s post office. 

Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
and Ann Widdecombe, the MP for 
Maidstone, are among those fighting to keep 
the branch open. 

Post Office representatives have been 
travelling around the county explaining to 
protesters that some branches are no longer 
financially viable enough to remain open, 
including the meeting on Monday in 
Hawkhurst.

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Food of the poor graces 


The future looks bright 
for the famous oysters 
of the Whitstable Flats 


SIX thousand years ago 
our ancestors consumed 
so many oysters that dis¬ 
carded shells formed 
entire beaches. 

The Romans adored them, 
medieval acts of Parliament still 
protect them and legend has it 
famous Venetian lover Casanova 
would eat four dozen for breakfast. 

Kent’s native oyster is known 
around the world, attracting food 
connoisseurs and curious trippers 
to Whitstable by the thousand. 

They come to consume the fresh 
mollusc which is brought ashore 
from the productive shallow 
seabed lying north of the small 
fishing port. 

Few people know more about 
the famous food than Andy

Riches, the only Whitstable fisher¬ 
man to work 12 months a year 
harvesting the crop. 

In his powerful 30ft-long fishing 
boat Misty, Mr Riches, 55, dredges 
the area known as the Whitstable 
Flats between the Columbine Spit 
Inner Street buoy, and as far out as 
the new wind farm erected three 
miles offshore. 

He started fishing as a boy from 
the beach, and has been making 
his living from these waters since 
he was a teenager. 

Mr Riches said: “I served my 
apprenticeship in a garage, but 
really I just wanted to go fishing.” 

Self-taught, he once owned a 
larger boat so he could go trawling 
for fish in the Channel. 


“I would only gather oysters for 
about a month a year,” he added. 

Then came a change. In 1999, Mr 
Riches went into partnership with the 
famous Whitstable Oyster Company. 
They decided to re-seed the unused 
oyster beds which had lain fallow for 
decades. More than 10,000 were laid 
after a careful survey. 

Mr Riches said: “Pollution, over-fish¬ 
ing and the horrific winter of 1963, 
when the sea froze killing the stock, 
all but finished the trade.” 

Pacific and native oysters were used 
to create the new beds. The wilder 
native variety, which can only be 
brought ashore in a month which con¬ 
tains the letter V, has made a strong 
revival as the seas become cleaner 
through government legislation. 

Poverty 

Mr Riches now feels that he is help¬ 
ing to revive a traditional industry. 

The foresight of Whitstable Oyster 
Company and Mr Riches coincided 
with the boom in TV chefs who were 
busy re-educating the public palette. 
They reignited a demand that had 
fallen from a time when Victorians 


pickled them by the million as a cheap 
food for the masses. 

To quote a character from Dickens’ 
Pickwick Papers: “Poverty and oysters 
always seem to go together.” 

Today, few dishes can seem so tradi¬ 
tionally rich and appetising as beef 
Guinness and oyster pie, one of 
seafood connoisseur Rick Stein’s sig¬ 
nature dishes. 

Mr Riches gathers the oysters using 
a homemade dredge. This is towed 
along the seabed on a wire behind 
Misty. The law stipulates the use of 
only two dredges with a total width of 
no more than around six-feet. 

He uses one for ease of handling and 
is convinced the law is a sound conser¬ 
vation measure, explaining that pro¬ 
hibiting larger dredges favours the 
small local boats who conserve the 
stock for future income rather than 
short-term gain. It also makes it a bit 
hit-or-miss, eliminating the industri¬ 
alised over fishing which has blighted 
other parts of the industry. 

Mr Riches has stayed a fisherman 
because he loves it. He likes the natu¬ 
ral solitude and is “amazed by the 
richness of the sea bed”. He tries to

“tickle the ground” and alters the 
length of the wire ‘shot’ with the speed 
of the boat. 

During the autumn the seabed 
becomes soft and the dredge can dig in 
like an anchor, but in the spring the 
bottom hardens and the dredge 
“bounces like it is on concrete”. 

Each tow can last about 15 minutes, 
but with his experience he judges 
when to haul the catch aboard. 

Often there is nothing of value, only 
sea urchins, starfish, and the loose 
mud shell and sand mix called ‘shram’. 

Mr Riches rummages with his hands 
through the haul on the back deck of 
Misty, looking for the prized mollusc. 


Then there are the undersized 
young oysters which are thrown back 
and given another chance, or “until I 
see them again”. Suddenly with luck, 
he may have a haul where there are 
30 or 40 full-sized saleable oysters 
“and it will transform my day”. 

A day’s work, eight or 10 hours at 
sea in all seasons, means just a basket 
full or about 200 oysters. 

Quayside trippers often ask Mr 
Riches if that’s all he caught. Luckily 
with the renewed interest, customers 
seem to be demanding higher standards 
and “people will pay for quality when 
they are sure where they come from, 
so we can ask a good price for them”. 


What makes the oyster a food that 
demands respect and a special place in 
history? Perhaps it’s the high zinc con¬ 
tent which raises testosterone levels 
that Casanova so valued, or it might be 
a habit handed down from the Romans 
who first farmed them in on the 
Kentish Flats, or is it an earlier taste 
inherited from the people who created 
beaches of shells over 6,000 years ago? 

The most likely answer is its unique 
complex flavour, which added with a 
little lemon juice or a drop of Tabasco 
can bring both food connoisseurs and 
everyday trippers from around the 
world to sample the delights of the 
famous Whitstable oyster.

■ THIEVES armed with hammers 
got away with thousands of 
pounds worth of jewellery after a 
raid on a shop in Canterbury. 

Three men entered the premises 
in Rose Lane at around 3.45am on 
Wednesday and smashed several 
display cabinets.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to have 
Dover awarded the George Cross 
have taken their case to the 
Prime Minister after the 
Government’s awards body told 
them it “would not be enter¬ 
tained”. 

The campaign, which is backed by this 
paper and has won the support of Dame Vera 
Lynn, Labour deputy leader Harriet 
Harman, Dover MP Gwyn Prosser and for¬ 
mer adviser to Margaret Thatcher, Viscount 
Monckton of Brenchley, was delivered a blow 
when it received a letter from Moira 
Thompson at the Ceremonial Secretariat. 

The letter stated: “I am afraid that there is 
no possibility of a George Cross to the people 
of Dover for their efforts on the front line of 
Great Britain. 

“Services rendered more than five years 
previously... or in connection with events in 
the distant past will not be entertained.” 

Dover became known as Hellfire Comer 
during the conflict and was the only town in 
Britain to suffer constant bombardment 
between 1940 and 1944, being just 22 miles 
from France and within range of the land- 
based Nazi artillery. 

More than 200 civilians died and over 
10,000 of the town’s buildings were damaged 
by bombing and shelling. 

Although the award is usually reserved for 
individuals, the island of Malta and the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary have previously 
been awarded it. 

The campaign’s chairman Chris Precious 
responded to the blow by writing to Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown. 


He wrote: “At a time when the Mayor of 
London is making apologies for the slave 
trade and courts are reconsidering the cases 
of World War One soldiers shot for various 
spurious reasons the Ceremonial Secretariat 
feels that the case of Dover is too old to con¬ 
sider. 

“For those Dovorians that lived through it 
the memory is still fresh and for the town it 
is a part of what makes Dover unique. 

“One woman remembers being thrown 
onto a bunk in her family’s Anderson shelter 
when her mother discovered it was flooded. 

“One of our residents can clearly recall 
working on the emergency ambulances when 
he was 16, carrying the wounded evacuated 
from the beaches at Dunkirk. 

“Another man can remember diving into 
doorways to avoid the strafing of German 
fighter planes while on his way to work, and 
one stood on the cliffs watching a 
Messerschmitt trying to bomb dummy land¬ 
ing craft in the harbour. 

Honour 

“Dover was the first town bombed from the 
air in World War One and troops stationed 
here have been amongst the first sent out for 
every conflict since, including the current 
war in Iraq.” 

The idea of a medal was first mooted by the 
Lord Mayor of London Sir Frank Alexander 
in 1944, who wrote to the Mayor of Dover to 
say the town should be given the award. A 
campaign group formed in the town in 
September. 

Labour deputy leader Harriet Harman, 
who is also Leader of the House of Commons, 
endorsed the campaign after she was first 
contacted by KOS Media. Last month, she 
wrote to the Secretary of State for Defence, 
Des Browne, recommending to him that the 
honour be given to the town.

Marking the war’s 
‘forgotten service’

IN SEPTEMBER 1944, one 
of the last German shells to 
land on Dover killed nine- 
year-old Freddie Spinner as 
he stood on the platform of 
Dover Priory station. 

Two other civilians, Alfred Langley 
and Julie Green, were also killed, and 
naval serviceman Henry Gatehouse 
was knocked unconscious. When he 
came to he found virtually all his 
clothes had been blown off. 

Freddie’s story is one of hundreds 
uncovered by the Dover War Memorial 
Project, in which researchers Marilyn 
Stephenson-Knight and Simon 
Chambers have been trying to piece 
together the lives behind the names on 
the town’s memorial. 

On Tuesday, the pair have arranged 
a special service at the town’s St 
Mary’s Church to commemorate the 
Dovorians who died in the conflict, 
which will be followed by the 
unveiling of a headstone for Freddie. 

Mrs Stephenson-Knight, who is 
also campaigning to have the George 
Cross medal awarded to the town, 
said: “Every year we want to do an

event for remembrance, but one that 
also has an educational aspect as 
well. It is an opportunity for people to 
learn a little bit more about what 
Dover has been through. 

“I feel the civilians were the 
forgotten service. Were it not for these 
people at home making munitions, 
keeping industries going and looking 
after families we wouldn’t have been 
able to send soldiers out fighting. 

“Dover is a special case, as it came 
under constant bombardment from 
the Germans because it was so close 
to France.” 

More than 200 civilians were killed 


in Dover between 1940 and 1944 and 
bombing damaged more than 10,000 
of the town’s buildings. 

Freddie’s childhood friend John 
Cork will be travelling from his home 
in Gloucestershire for the service, as 
will a surviving relative. 

Mrs Stephenson-Knight added: 
“Freddie’s story is one of many we 
have discovered since we started the 
war memorial project by talking to 
relatives and friends of those who 
were killed. 

Commemorate 

“The memorial has around 800 
names on it, mostly from World War 
One, but we have now discovered over 
2,000 Dovorians who died during 
both that and World War Two.” 

The service will also commemorate 
the Canadian troops that finally 
ended the bombardment of Dover by 
capturing Calais in September, 1944. 
A colonel from the Canadian High 
Commission is due to attend.

Health comes first 

THE spraying of pesticides poses a hidden 
danger to many of us. 

Farmers commonly use the toxic 
chemicals across the county. 

But it is their use near public places 
including homes and schools that is the 
most worrying. 

Pesticides can cause a variety of short¬ 
term health problems and those who are 
regularly exposed to them are at risk of 
serious illness, it is claimed. 

A report by MEPs has warned that in the 
long term, pesticides can cause cancer, birth 
defects and reproductive problems. 

For a change, EU lawmakers appear to 
have come up with sound proposals to deal 
with a genuine threat. 

There may be flexibility to allow their 
continued use in some circumstances, but 
the priority must be protecting the public. 

The NFU blames the big supermarkets 
for the need to use pesticides. 

Whoever is at fault, it is time that the issue 
of public health was put at the top of the 
political agenda. It is simply unacceptable 
that people’s health should be put at risk 
from the use of these hazardous chemicals. 

Fat cat doctors 

Could anyone seriously argue that general 
practitioners are worth their annual salary 
of an average of £110,000 a year? 

While their wages have gone up so has the 
number of complaints from patients. 

In essence, they are being paid more, even 
though many think the service they 
provide has actually got worse. 

This scandal cannot be allowed to 
continue. Fat cat GPs should be forced to 
earn their pay cheques - by providing the 
full service that patients are paying for.

Where’s my castle? 

First rung on the p rop erty 
ladder gets higher and 

higher, savs PHIL REILLY 


I RESIGNED myself a 
long time ago to the fact 
that it would be many, 
many years before I can 
buy my own home. 

I’m not looking for anything big 
or showy, just a humble little 
terrace somewhere I can call my 
own. Perhaps with a small garden 
that I can have barbeques in, a 
patio, a shed, a spare room for 
visitors. That’s not asking too 
much, surely? 

Even though, at 25, I’m four 
years older than my parents were 
when they first bought a three 
bedroom house for less than 
£10,000 in 1977, but the prospect 
of having a home of my own still 
seems very, very distant. 

I’ve been bumbling along since 
leaving university in 2004, 
sharing rented places with friends 
and lodging in other people’s 
houses here and there. 

Some of my friends rent places 
with friends or partners, some 
gave up the ghost and moved back 
in with their parents, some rent 
on their own, but none of them 
have taken out a mortgage and 
bought a place. 

Maybe it says something about 
my friends and I, but I suspect it 
says a lot more about the 
horrendous state of the housing 
market. 

There is a cycle that is 
effectively making the rich richer 
and the poor poorer. In England, it 
seems, property is king. 

Those who don’t own property 
see house prices escalating, 


constantly lifting that first rung of 
the ladder higher and higher out 
of their reach. But it takes 
properties being bought and sold 
to keep the prices going up, so 
somebody must be buying them - 
it’s just not us. 

More and more, those properties 
are being bought to let by people 
who already own the homes they 
live in, but want to have a nest 
egg on the side to keep the cash 
coming in. Fair enough, free 
market economics and all that - 
I’m fine with it. 

But the reason buy to lets are 
attractive is because there is an 
ever-growing band of people who 
can’t afford to buy, and so are 
forced to rent. They in turn find it 
incredibly difficult to save because 
renting isn’t cheap. And so the 
cycle perpetuates itself. 

A report by the National 
Housing Association recently 
stated that the Medway Towns 
are seen as an affordable area 
because house prices are ‘only 
eight times the average salary. 

When my parents bought their 
first place back in the halcyon, 
rose-tinted 70s, it cost them three 
times my father’s salary. 

At some point in the interim 
something went very, very wrong. 


The higher house prices rise the 
greater this gap becomes. 

Fewer and fewer people will be 
able to afford to buy, the wealthy 
will snap up more and more, and 
it won’t be long before we have a 
tangible class divide based on 
who owns property and who 
doesn’t. 

Some would argue we’re there 
already. 

Another aspect of this is that 
the older you are when you can 
finally take out that mortgage, the 
older you are when it’s paid off. 

Recently, Kent Reliance 
Building Society introduced a 
loan that can be passed on from 
parents to their children. 

Not only will many people of my 
generation be paying off their

mortgages well into their twilight 
years, but soon we will find 
ourselves passing on our debts on 
to our children. 

There have been warnings of 
the house price boom and the 
buy- to-let bubble bursting, most 
recently from Gordon Brown’s 
property adviser Kate Barker, 
but even she suggested this was 
only a possibility and not a 
likelihood. 

If it does, I won’t be shedding 
any tears, but I’m not holding my 
breath either. I’ve heard these 
warnings before. 

The solution to all this could be 
to build thousands upon 
thousands of new properties, 
either swallowing up green fields 
or building tower blocks reaching 
for the stars. 

Or maybe the solution is to cap 
the number of properties that can 
be bought to let. 

I don’t particularly like the 
sound of either option, but what I 
do know is that it is getting 
harder and harder to be a 
homeowner, and unless 
something drastic happens it is 
only going to get harder still.

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£ 25 m spent on public transport 


Regarding your report entitled 
‘Buses on the road to nowhere’ on 
October 21. 

The figure of £4.50 spend per 
head quoted in your report 
equates to a total spend by KCC 
on public transport of £6.5 million. 

I can confirm that the actual 
amount being spent on public 
transport for the current year is 
£25.5m. This is made up of £7m 
(including £2.4m government 
grant) to support bus services 


which would otherwise not run, 
primarily for rural towns and 
villages, £1.5m on the Kent 
Freedom Pass scheme pilot, some 
£2m on highway works to assist 
public transport (including a 
small proportion of government 
grant) and £15m on home to 
school transport for children using 
buses and trains. 

The comparison that has been 
made with Medway and Scotland 
is incorrect. Both of these figures 


include spending on free bus 
passes for the over-60s and 
disabled people. This is funded by 
district and unitary councils in 
Kent, not the county council, and 
they receive funding directly from 
government for this. More than 
half the figure quoted for Medway 
is made up of this spending on 
bus passes.

You will get older unless you 
die first, so ensure that every year 
you achieve something useful.” 

Oh, yes, and how did the fellow 
failures in my class at school get 
on? One is a human relations 
director with a major European 
company. Another was a college 
lecturer. The last I heard from him 
he was setting up an eco-tourism 
lodge in Bolivia. A third ran a 
major building company an the 
Canterbury area. And then there is 


the little matter of the chap who 
sat in front of me. He ended up as 
the chief executive of Virgin Rail. 
Not bad for a bunch of failures!

A letter from Oz 

Regarding your recent call for Kent 
expats to get in touch. 

1 started my life in Sutton at 
Hone on May 22, 1940, but only for 
a couple of months we then moved 
to Shoreham, Kent. Shoreham was 
going to be my home for many 
years, up to 19 years of age. 

1 could not have wished for a better 
place to spend my childhood, living 
on the riverbank at 2 Riverdale 
Cottages. There was my mother, 
father, sister and two brothers. 

Sadly my father would leave us 
when 1 was only five years old. 

But life just after the war was 
just one big adventure. Shoreham 
was just sorting itself after all those 
soldiers had left, 1 had collected a 
tinful of badges which 1 would show 
everyone. 


Then there was Shoreham Place 
- a very big house that the Army 
had occupied, now left to us kids to 
have all kinds of adventure in. 

There was no television in those 
early days, we had a radio and my 
mum would call us in when Dick 
Barton special agent came on. 

1 have walked along the river 
footpath from the village and looked 
at Riverdale Cottages and picture 
those days of 1945 and 1947. 

The people there have made their 
gardens down to the river’s edge, 
they look very lovely. In my 
childhood it was mostly nettles. 

Life was hard for my mother who 
ended up with children and no 
support, but us kids never knew too 
much about this endless struggle to 
make ends meet, our life was 
outdoors in this wonderland of 
fields and farms. 

Whatever we did it had to be all 
made by us, like the canoes we 
made for going up and down the 
river, these were made from 
aeroplane fuel tanks which looked 
rather like a huge long cigar about 
seven foot long. 

We would cut along this seam in 


the side using a small wood 
chopper and a hammer, once apart 
we then had to seal up any holes it 
had, this was done with the black 
roofing felt which was set alight 
and the tar dripping onto the holes 
to seal them. 

After that we had a great river 
canoe and many hours of fun, 
another fun time was our own 
Olympic games in the meadows 
across from our cottage. 

Hop pickers would come down 
from London. Our hop pickers were 
at Castle farm, we had great fun 
with them not to mention a few 
skirmishes. 

Our favourite trick was to dress 
up as Indians and ambush the kids 
when they came to the village for 
shopping. 

And when 1 say dress up like 
Indians it had to be the whole thing 
and no half way effort; one year we 
went as far as dyeing ourselves 
brown. 

1 can still hear the old lady next 
door telling my mum, “have you 
seen your boys, they have got the 
old tin bath out and dyed 
themselves brown”. 


Yes village life in the mid-40s was 
storybook English - the only way 1 
can describe it. 

We had our little sweet shop and 
tobacconist down our road. 

He had the lovely big striped 
apron and a walrus moustache. 
There is so much to tell of this date 
in time it would take pages to 
write, 1 hope 1 will be able to read 
this in your paper - which I never 
miss - in far away Australia.

needing to stop prevaricating and 
start taking truly effective action to 
avoid the worst effects of the 
warming. 

This clearly must include 
stopping further airport expansion; 
and indeed a recent MORI poll 
shows that people in the UK are 
over 2-1 against such schemes, as 
were people on Romney Marsh 
against Lydd in a local poll. We 
should also be following the new 
French president’s policy of 
switching from air to rail transport 
and avoiding further motorway 
building, etc. 

Lydd’s supporters though 
continue to wallow in some 


mythical ‘golden age’ at Lydd in the 
50s and 60s, but they forget that 
effects of the C02 produced from 
such flights and from the other 
sources worldwide, are only now 
being felt as weather changes 
because of the reactive time delays 
involved. 

We have yet to experience the 
likely even worse effects of the 
greenhouse gas emissions of the last 
30 years. Indeed they have been so 
high that we can expect, as the very 
latest science indicates, much worse 
than was previously expected. 

Thus the answer is to 
immediately switch Lydd airport’s 
plans to an expansion instead of 
renewables industry businesses 
with attached training and R&D 


sites. This would, I suggest, provide 
far better work and long-term 
prospects, not only for local people 
but for everyone in the region. 

So in the context of the above, if 
Shepway District Council tries to 
continue with its current short- 
termist folly on these matters; 
including being largely inactive on 
taking action on climate change; 
and approves Lydd’s current plans, 
then it will be showing itself to be 
both irresponsible and uncaring 
about the future, and also facing a 
very likely backlash from the 
opposing majority that may make 
the great storm of 1987 look more 
like a summer breeze.

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Dealing with a 
mild climate

US GARDENERS know better 
than most that changes are afoot, 
we listen to the weather forecasts, 
we know our climate is changing. 

When was the last time there was a heavy 
fall of snow, the sort that makes the whole 
world soft and silent? When was the last time 
you had to put on a pair of gloves? 

Of course, a cold winter is possible, and the 
long-range forecast predicts a colder winter 
than last year, but still not a ‘Christmas card’ 
winter. 

The effects of higher temperatures of alter¬ 
nating drought and heavy rains take their 
toll on our gardens. How can we ensure they 
remain beautiful places for us to enjoy? 

Higher temperatures mean that the soil is 
warmer for more of the year, giving us a 
longer growing season and allowing us to 
have more plants in flower for longer. 

Drier summers force plants to develop a 
strong root system; root systems spread out 
as well as down. Earlier this year, when it 
became very dry after lots of spring rain our 
young plants wilted quickly; their poor root 
systems were unable to cope with the drier 
conditions. 

Sandy soils that dry out quickly need lots 
of organic matter added to them regularly to 
increase their water-holding capacity and

improve their fertility. It is vital to mulch 
your borders to hold onto the soil water and 
prevent unnecessary evaporation. An alter¬ 
native to mulching is to grow ground-cover 
plants such as Ajuga repens and Geranium 
macrorrhizum, good stalwart evergreens and 
well-behaved plants. 

Heavy rains can rot the roots of many 
plants, especially if the soil remains wet or 
water-logged for a time. Frost-hardy plants 
will survive a bit of cold, but continually wet 
soil will kill them. Planting methods in clay 
and silt soils need to be modified. Dig a deep¬

er planting hole than normal and line the 
base with a layer of grit to improve the 
drainage. 

Prolonged periods of rain will wash the soil 
nutrients away, especially in light free-drain¬ 
ing soils, so an extra dose of fertiliser will be 
needed early next spring. 

But we can be thankful that we are not fac¬ 
ing the worst that climate change can bring. 

We are not in a hurricane zone, our villages 
are not inundated with relentlessly rising 
tides and we are not suffering forest fires. 
Ours is still a mild and temperate climate. 


Home is a rush buy 

YOU’VE probably spent hours checking out 
other people’s homes on endless TV property 
programmes, but when it comes to buying 
your own home research suggests the decision 
takes just 17 minutes. 

It’s probably the biggest purchase of your life, 
but the fast pace of the housing market means 
people are being forced to make snap decisions. 
In fact, it seems we spend longer deciding on 
curtains than we do the home itself. 

Think before signing 

WE’VE all been there, you buy a fridge or a 
washing machine and in the next breath the 
sales assistant is trying to sell you an extend¬ 
ed warranty in case it breaks. 

But think very carefully before you sign up. 
The best way to cater for a problem with your 
appliances is to ‘self insure’, by putting the 
money you would have paid for a warranty 
into a savings account instead. Or better still, 
some high street department stores offer free 
extended warranties on some appliances. 

A shorter mortgage 

IF THINGS are tight it won’t be an option, but 
if you’re feeling flush, consider reducing the 
term of your repayment mortgage. Fewer 
years on your mortgage means you can save 
tens of thousands of pounds in interest pay¬ 
ments. 

Choosing a 20-year loan instead of the tradi¬ 
tional 25-year one could reduce the total inter¬ 
est you pay by up to a quarter. But remember 
your monthly repayments will be higher. 

Threat of gardening 

YOU wouldn’t think that your garden was a 
dangerous place would you? But you might 
change your mind when you hear that hospi¬ 
tals in the UK dealt with 87,000 injuries last 
year that were caused by gardening. Some 
6,500 people were hurt by lawnmowers, 5,300 
by flowerpots and a total of 3,100 injuries were 
caused by hedge trimmers.

AUTUMN is a great time to start composting 
if you haven’t already done so, as you empty 
your borders and tubs of bedding, start raking 
up leaves and other garden debris and think 
about the year ahead. 

Many of you will have been composting for 
years - but have you ever thought about how 
valuable it could be to pass your knowledge on 
of what needs to go in the bin and how you get 
the best results?

Master composters have free access to 
Garden Organic’s information and advisory 
service, which can assist with technical ques¬ 
tions on composting and garden waste. 

Such schemes make a valuable contribution 
to reducing the amount of biodegradable 
waste that is sent to landfill, as well as helping 
people in their communities to enjoy all the 
benefits home composting has to offer. 

There are a growing number of Master 
Composter schemes across the country, each 
with its own project co-ordinator to run the 
scheme. 

The aim of the network is to provide a single 
point of contact for project co-ordinators to 
share further information.

1. Repeated digging, 
combined with smothering 
the soil with a piece of old 
carpet may eventually get 
rid of nettles, ground elder, 
couch grass and bindweed, 
but it could take 18 months.

MOVE OR 
IMPROVE? 
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Transform tired furniture 
with a little imagination

IF YOU’VE got wooden furniture 
at home that you’re tired of, don’t 
chuck it, transform it. Turning 
dated wooden furniture into 
something altogether more con¬ 
temporary requires just a little 
time, effort - and imagination. 

First, you need to remove the existing fin¬ 
ish. If it’s waxed, stained or varnished and 
you want to paint it instead, a good sand 
will probably suffice. This provides a ‘key 
for the paint, meaning it will adhere better. 

Providing the paint isn’t chipped or 
there’s layer upon layer of it, you can usual¬ 
ly get away with sanding painted furniture, 
too, rather than stripping it back to the 
wood, but only if you’re repainting it. 

Next, wipe it clean with a damp cloth. Use 
white spirit instead of water. Then apply a 
wood primer, followed by an undercoat and 
finally a topcoat. The latter should be 
eggshell, satinwood, gloss or the relatively 
new paints that you can use on any surface, 
including walls, metal and wood, which are 
great if you want everything exactly the 
same colour. Some products are self-under¬ 
coating or self-priming, so you can dispense 
with a stage. 

For the best finish, use a fine sandpaper 
between coats and wipe clean. To avoid 
brush marks, apply the paint, especially the 
topcoat, with a gloss roller. You may find it 
easier to apply the paint with a brush and 
then roller over it for a smooth finish. If you 
want to completely remove the existing var¬ 
nish or paint, try a chemical paint stripper 
or a heat gun - or both. Chemical strippers 
are extremely toxic, so wear gloves and a 
mask, at the very least, and use only in a 
well-ventilated area. Follow the manufac¬ 
turer’s instructions carefully. You’ll need a 
paint scraper and probably wire wool, sand¬ 
paper and a lot of elbow grease, as the paint 
is often ingrained. 

Heat guns should be used with caution 
because of the temperatures they reach. 
Again, use a paint-removing tool, wire wool 
and sandpaper. Sometimes, however, only a 
professional ‘dip and strip’ will suffice. 

Rollers 

If you are re-varnishing, wipe clean as 
before and apply the varnish with a paint¬ 
brush or varnish roller, which is small and 
has a velvet-like pile. Follow the manufac¬ 
turer’s instructions for waxes and wood 
stains because you may need to apply them 
differently. Waxes can be hard work 
because you need to buff between coats and 
they’re not particularly protective against 
stains. 

Maybe your furniture has dated scrolls or 
other fiddly details that you’d like to 
remove? Create clean, straight lines with a 
jigsaw. 

These take a bit of getting used to, so 
practice first. The most important thing is 
to hold the jigsaw steady and flat and to be 
able to see the pencil line you’re following, 
even if this means lifting the dust guard up. 

Wear a mask to stop you inhaling the 
dust (the same goes for sanding) and don’t 
worry if you keep having to stop - better 
that than cutting a wonky line. Finish with 
medium and then fine sandpaper for 
smoothness. 

The finishing touches are just as impor¬ 
tant. Recovering a seat pad with new fabric 
(made easy with an electric staple gun), or 
changing dated handles and knobs for con¬ 
temporary ones is easy and effective. 

You can even change the function of fur¬ 
niture with a jigsaw - cut the legs off a desk 
to create a coffee table, for example. There’s 
nothing more satisfying than making a new 
piece from something old and disliked. It’s 
also better for your wallet and the planet.

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IF YOU can only dream about 
buying a new car or know to the 
last £1 what monthly repayments 
you can afford, it must be frustrat¬ 
ing to see the ‘agonies’ of car buyers 
with nothing like your concerns. 

But a good salary or generous company car 
list often brings out even more nerdiness and 
indecision. 

For this muddled but fortunate minority, I 
have a solution: just pick the car that hits you 
between the eyes. 

Providing it is not complete rubbish to 
drive, ask if it lifts the soul at first sight in 
the morning. 

Sleek 

One such car is the muscular Chrysler 300C; 
no, it hasn’t the best chassis in the world and, 
yes, petrol versions drink fuel, but it looks 
great... even after several years on the market. 

Another pin-up to keep you happy is 
the Mercedes CLS, a sleek four-door sports 
coupe of such vision and style that you have 
to remind yourself that it really does have 



a three-pointed star on the bonnet - once a 
symbol of motoring conservatism. 

Which is probably why Mercedes-Benz 
chose to make this muscular yet elegant car; 
it is a big ‘halo model’ that draws attention 
to the German giant’s line-up and I cannot 
think of a rival competing directly with it for 
price, style or cachet. 

Our test car was the 3.5-litre V6 petrol entry 
model, which has power enough to underpin 
those racy lines - it hits 60mph in under six 
seconds - but there is also a 5.5-litre ‘middle 
brother’ and the bonkers 6.2-litre V8 AMG 
with its 0-62mph in 4.5 seconds. 

The smart choice though is the 3.2-litre 
V6 turbodiesel, which can almost match the 


junior petrol car for speed and acceleration 
while averaging some six mpg more at 37mpg. 

All four of the engines were upgraded for 
2007 to deliver more power, without compro¬ 
mising economy. 

A slick-shifting seven-speed auto ‘box adds 
to the refined feel and can be set in ‘sport’ or 
‘comfort’ mode - the latter shifts up earlier for 
maximum acceleration rather than holding 
onto gears. 

Using the more realistic sport mode - this is 
a sports coupe after all - the CLS’s smooth rid¬ 
ing yet taut chassis can be further exploited by 
using manual selection via the stick shift or 
wheel-mounted paddles. 

On the other hand, the intelligent auto is 


good enough for most driving and high-speed 
refinement is top notch - the car can be limo 
as much as coupe. 

The swooping lines of the exterior are 
skilfully carried over to the interior through 
sculpted door linings and the sweep of the 
centre console front and back. 

And the car is a proper four-door ‘for four’, 
with two deep and comfortable sports seats in 
the back, though six-footers need to duck on 
entry and then slump down a bit in the rear 
seats - a small price to pay though for that 
wicked roofline. 

Standard specification is generous, though 
the CLS has a fetching austerity in keeping 
with its sporting rather than luxury status. On

A NEW report suggest just one per cent of companies in 
Kent are confident about the future. 

A worrying 64 per cent say they expect to face tough 
trading conditions in the coming year, according to a 
report from Clydesdale Bank. 

A “battening down of the hatches” is expected based on 
the bank’s inaugural business confidence index. 

Adrian Wenn, regional director for Clydesdale Bank, 
said: “It’s hardly surprising that small and medium enter¬ 
prises (SMEs) are expecting more turbulence in their 
markets. 

“For the past five years the UK has been both econom¬ 
ically and politically stable. However, since the start of 
the year we’ve seen three rate rises, and the US sub¬ 
prime market collapse.” 

He said 51 per cent of SMEs in the South East believe 
the economy is stable, and added they are preparing to 
fight back. 

He added: “It’s not surprising that businesses are not 
ready to write off their economic prospects just yet. 


“It seems that many businesses feel secure and are con¬ 
fident that, despite the recent credit crisis, the economy is 
performing well overall. 

“It is easy to risk talking ourselves into recessionary 
conditions and while it’s clear the perception is one of 
worsening conditions, the actions and optimism of SMEs 
indicate they are ready to meet any challenges head on.” 

Meanwhile, manufacturing companies in Kent say they 
are more pessimistic about the business environment in 
the wake of the US credit crunch, according to a new 
report from the CBI. 

Richard Brownlow-Davies, the CBI’s South East assis¬ 
tant regional director, said: “Manufacturers are under¬ 
standably worried about possible fall-out from the credit 
squeeze, but order growth has remained healthy, and so 
far few firms are finding that access to finance is hamper¬ 
ing prospects for output or investment. 

“Nevertheless, there are some tentative signs that the 
pace of demand and output growth will edge lower in the 
coming months.”

LEARNER: James Peat started competing 
in the triathlon just three years ago 


Ironman Peat 
soaks up sun 
on way to top 

MOST people go to Hawaii to relax, but not 
James Peat, who instead took part in a gru¬ 
elling 140-mile triathalon competition in the 
blistering heat. 

The 31-year-old IT consultant from Sidcup, 
competed in the Ironman World Triathlon 
Championship last month where he finished 
376th from a field of 1,850 of the world’s best 
triathletes - a remarkable achievement consid¬ 
ering he only took up the sport three years ago. 

For Peat, a member of the White Oak 
Triathlon Club in Swanley, competing in the 
Hawaii Ironman was a dream come true. 

He told KoS: “I never thought it would hap¬ 
pen this quickly. You hear stories about people 
training for years and never making it, so the 
main thing was getting there in the first place.” 

Ironman triathlons are amongst the tough¬ 
est sporting challenges in the world, consisting 
of a 2.4-mile swim, 112-mile bike ride followed 
by a 26.2-mile run. 

Peat qualified for Hawaii with a good per¬ 
formance at the Ironman UK race in August. 
While he had covered the distance before, the 
weather conditions on the Pacific island were 
much harsher than those back home. 

Humidity 

He said: “The sun and the humidity make it 
much harder because you sweat much more. 
On the bike the wind just blows the sweat off 
so you don’t realise how much you are losing. 

“It becomes a battle to take on enough water 
and trying to get energy inside you because if 
you don’t, you aren’t going to get much further.” 

A knee injury flared up days before the race, 
almost preventing him from making it to the 
starting line and he needed a painkilling corti¬ 
sone injection to compete. 

During the race he battled stomach cramps 
and suffered sunburn after forgetting to put on 
sunscreen after the swim. 

The last few miles of the run were torture, 
and with 20 per cent of the professional field 
dropping out because of the conditions, finish¬ 
ing was a significant achievement. 

After achieving his dream of completing the 
Hawaii Ironman, Peat said he cannot wait to 
return and try to improve his time. 

He said: “I like seeing how far you can push 
yourself. Triathlon makes you realise what the 
body is capable of and If I can keep the inten¬ 
sity in my training I am sure I can improve.” 


Sidecar champion 
celebrates double

THE rollercoaster ride that is side¬ 
car racing has produced yet anoth¬ 
er year of silverware for Kent racers 
Tim Reeves and Patrick Farrance. 

Ashford-based Reeves and passenger 
Farrance had a near-perfect season, win¬ 
ning every race of the British 
Championship as well as winning the 
World Championship for a third consecu¬ 
tive year. Coupled with their individual suc¬ 
cess, the Eastern Airways team they race 
for also won the team championship. 

Reeves told KoS: “This has been my best 
season without doubt. We did the hat-trick 
this year winning the World, British and 
Team Championship. 

“This year has been the hardest, with the 
stiffest competition, but it was just a perfect 
year for us. I am delighted after winning 10 
races out of 10 - I can’t ask for anymore.” 

It seems that sidecar racing has been in 
Reeves’ blood, as his career began watching 
his father - a national rider himself - 
compete on circuits all over Britain. 

Sidecar racing is one of the most danger¬ 
ous and exciting forms of motorsport, with 
racers just inches apart from each other, 
often travelling at speeds of more than 
lOOmph. 

Reeves said: “There is no other feeling like 
it when you race a sidecar. You are just 
65mm off the ground. It is a brilliant feeling. 
The only way to describe it is that it’s like 
holding on to the back of a rollercoaster.” 

Despite his achievement this year, Reeves 
will not have time to rest and reflect on this 
feat, as planning for next season has 
already begun. 

The Kent rider has been working on a 
new sponsorship deal for next season and

has also ordered two new bikes, which he 
plans to build himself. 

Reeves also believes the sport is an excellent 
stepping stone for aspiring youngsters to get 
involved in and to introduce them to motor- 
sport. 

He said: “It is a great sport for youngsters to 
get into. Everyone is really friendly and there 
is no bitterness in the sport. Everyone helps 
each other out when problems arise.” 

He also revealed he has the opportunity to 
switch to car racing after receiving an offer 
from Brands Hatch owner, Jonathan Palmer, 


to race one of his single-seater Formula 
Palmer Audi’s. 

As a result of his phenomenal season, 
Reeves has been nationally recognised for his 
achievement and will attend the Sports 
Personality of the Year event at the NEC in 
Birmingham in December. He added: “It is the 
biggest sporting event in the country and I will 
get to mix with top sportsman which is great.”

Barham knows how to par ‘em 


PROFESSIONAL golfer Benn 
Barham has sunk his final putt of the 
year to secure his most successful sea¬ 
son on the European Tour after a 
strong result in the Mallorca Classic 
last weekend. 

Barham, from Ashford, finished 89th 
on the Tour, beating some of the most 
famous golfers in the world in the 
process. 

The result meant he earned his card 
for the season and will again compete 
against the world’s elite next year, 
including Open champion Padraig 
Harrington and Ian Poulter. 

This season has been his most suc¬ 
cessful on the tour - his best result 
being tied ninth in the BMW 
International Open Championship. 

He carded a round just a shot behind 
South African great Ernie Els but he 
did beat former World Match Play 
champion, Paul Casey. 

A delighted Barham said: “This 
season has been a good year but I 
want to progress further and set bet¬ 


ter standards for the next few years to 
live up to. 

“I will need to improve all aspects of 
my game to progress, which includes 
the playing, the fitness and the mental 
side of the game.” 

Playing on the European Tour 
means Barham has to travel the world 
taking on some of the most famous 
courses in the world, but he believes 
Kent has something special to offer all 
golfers. 

He said: “Chart Hills is a great 
course in Kent and so is the Open 
course at Royal St George’s in 
Sandwich. But a real undiscovered 
gem is Knole Park in Sevenoaks. That 
is a lovely course.” 

After missing the cut in the Open 
Championship at Carnoustie by two 
shots, Barham is delighted the event is 
coming back to Kent in 2011. 

As for next season, Barham is tar¬ 
geting more top ten finishes, with the 
new term beginning in South Africa in 
December.

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Divers in deep water 

The sudden closure of the UK’s elite diving centre at Crystal Palace 
has created major problems for the county’s athletes, with many now 
forced to travel hundreds of miles to train. DAVID PRITCHARD reports

WHEN health and safety offi¬ 
cers discovered asbestos at the 
Crystal Palace Diving Centre in 
September, it meant more than 
just the closure of a training 
facility for Kent’s 2012 hopefuls. 

The Crystal Palace Diving Institute 
(CPDI) is a key part of the sport’s prepara¬ 
tions for the 2012 Olympics and earlier 
this year it was named as the British 
Diving Talent Identification Centre. 

Coaches have been brought in from 
around the world, including the renowned 
Chinese coach, Cheng Yang. 

The closure has exposed the lack of suit¬ 
able diving facilities in the UK, especially 
in the south. Crystal Palace was one of a 
handful of dive centres in the country with 
7.5-metre and 10-metre high boards. With 
its closure, the athletes who compete at 
those heights have faced long trips to be 
able to continue their training. 

For some of the Kent youngsters that 
train at the facility, the only other alterna¬ 
tive has been a 380-mile round trip to the 
country’s only other world class pool in 
Sheffield. 

Alternative 

CPDI director Chris Snode was forced to 
look for alternative pools to send his 400 
children to train. With a lack of suitable 
pools within easy reach without crossing 
London, he turned his attention to Kent, in 
the form of Tunbridge Wells Sports 
Centre. 

The Tunbridge Wells centre received an 
£86,500 lottery grant last year which 
helped significantly upgrade their facilities. 

Snode said: “To get to Tunbridge Wells on 
a Sunday morning only takes around 40 
minutes, it is a nice pool and the manage¬ 
ment could not have been more welcoming.” 

When the asbestos was found in the roof 
of the Crystal Palace centre, staff had 
only 45 minutes to leave the building, 
which gave them no time to remove any 
equipment that could be used elsewhere. 

When Snode called Betty Allen, lead 
coach of the diving section at the Royal 
Tunbridge Wells Monson Swimming Club, 
she was only too happy to help. 

She said: “It was really sudden that they 
had to leave, so we wanted to do what we 
could to help them out. It’s been really good 
to see the facilities fully used and to see 
other coaches around. 

“There is a dearth of facilities and the 
best ones are in the north - there are only 
six centres in the whole of the UK with the 
highest boards.” 

The future of the CPDI remains 
unclear. The centre was due to close for 


refurbishment in November, but the sud¬ 
den closure has led to a £30,000 shortfall 
in diver fees. 

With the help of the London Development 
Agency and Greenwich Leisure Limited, the 
institute hopes to move into dry facilities in 
January, but without emergency funding, 
Snode is unsure if the CPDI will still exist by 
the New Year. 

He said: ‘We’re in a desperate situation. For 
us to be proud in 2012, investment needs to be 
made in coaches, talent and facilities. 

“This crisis is causing us to limp along but 
we should be going full steam ahead. It has 
caused a short-term problem and we think 
Sport England should give us emergency 
funding for £30,000. We are a not-for-profit 
company that works on a small margin and 
it was a body blow when the centre closed.” 

Sport England has hit back at the claims, 
insisting that funding has already been used 
and other centres have been identified to 
help during this difficult time. 

A spokesman said: “Sport England has 
done everything in its power to help and sup¬ 
port the Diving Institute during this difficult 
time. We have contributed £2.5 million 
towards the current development of Crystal 
Palace National Sports Centre, which 
includes upgrades of the swimming and div¬ 
ing facilities. 

“We have helped identify venues in 


London for divers to use whilst the improve¬ 
ment works are being carried out. While 
Crystal Palace has the only 10-metre board 
in London, pools in Waltham Forest, Barnet, 
Havering, Wandsworth, Merton and Hayes 
all have five-metre boards. This means 99 
per cent of the institute’s members can con¬ 
tinue their training in London.” 

With repairs unlikely to be completed at 
Crystal Palace before next summer at the 
earliest, Tunbridge Wells hope to begin talks 
with CPDI next week about how best to move 
forward. 

Excellence 

While putting elite divers alongside the 
public has not been ideal, the Kent pool has 
benefitted from the new visitors and hope it 
will help them become a centre of excellence 
for synchronised diving. 

Martin Edgar, wet side operations manag¬ 
er at Tunbridge Wells, said: “It is good for us 
and it raises the profile of diving which we 
are keen to do here. 

“It helps to push our diving classes if they 
see another set of divers. The fact that we have 
the new facilities means the availability has 
doubled. 

“If Crystal Palace continue to come here - 
which it looks like they will - we would be 
looking to enhance our facilities. We have got 
the staff and facilities to expand upon it.” 


Pardew calls for calm 

FOOTBALL: Charlton 
Athletic manager Alan 
Pardew is refusing to 
panic after watching his 
side stumble in their 
efforts to regain the 
club’s Premier League 
status. 

The Addicks slipped 
from second in the 
Championship to eighth 
following three defeats 
in eight days, prior to yesterday’s match 
against Southampton at St Mary’s. 

But the Charlton boss has insisted 
everyone had to “keep calm” - and quashed 
recent speculation linking the club with 
potential new recruits. 

“It’s important to keep a calm head - and 
I stress that - in this division,” he said. “I 
take the defeats veiy hard, as do my team and 
my staff, but you can have periods of the season 
that are horrible - and we’ve just had one. 

“But this league is so tight, even if we don’t 
come out of it for anther two weeks, we’ll still 
have a chance of promotion.”

Jess takes long route to top 


ONE of the biggest casualties from the 
closure at Crystal Palace is Erith’s 
Jessica Williams, who has to make a 
380-mile round trip to Sheffield in order 
to train at weekends. 

The 13-year-old is the reigning Kent 
and English Schools champion and is 
seen as a potential medal prospect for 
the 2012 Olympics. 

She competes on the 7.5 and 10-metre 
boards, so needs to go to one of the 
six centres in the UK that have them. 
The next nearest pool with the high 
boards is Southampton, but their centre 
is almost full. 

Her mother, Alison Bell, picks Jessica 
up from school on Fridays and drives 
straight to Yorkshire, often not returning 
until Sunday evening. 

She said: “To get to the facilities, that’s 


what you have to do. I often think ‘it is 
going to be the London Olympics’ but 
there is nowhere in London to train. 

“The Yorkshire Tourist Board has very 
nicely offered us accommodation, 
which is a massive financial help, but I 
still have to pay the fuel, parking, food - 
it all adds up.” 

The closure has come at a crucial time, 
with Jessica in training to defend her 
English Schools title in Plymouth in a 
fortnight, which is also part of 
her build-up to the European Junior 
Championships next May. 

She plans to travel to Sheffield until 
Crystal Palace re-opens, but Alison said 
the trips were taking their toll. 

She said: “It isn’t easy for Jessica to 
balance training with schoolwork and a 
social life. Tiredness is a factor.”

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New boss Stimson will change 

the club’s culture, savs Scallv

GILLINGHAM chairman Paul 
ScaUy believes Mark Stimson is 
the man to steer the club back into 
the Championship after three 
seasons in the League One 
wilderness. 

The Priestfield supremo formally unveiled 
ex-Stevenage Borough boss Stimson on 
Thursday, ending an eight-week manager 
hiatus at the club, since Ronnie Jepson’s 
departure in September. 

After interviewing several candidates, 
Scally said as soon as he met Stimson he 
was convinced he had found the right man 
for the job. 

He said: “I have looked at Stevenage and 
been highly impressed with the way they 
play. If Mark can bring that type of ethos 
to this football club, I have no doubt he will 
change the culture. 

“A lot of things will go back-to-basics 
because I think, as a club, we have lost our 
way in the last two or three years.” 

Approach 

Scally revealed he first made an 
approach to speak to Stimson five weeks 
ago, but Stevenage chairman Phil Wallace 
declined permission. 

Stimson resigned from his post on 
October 17, but contractual obligations 
prevented him from entering negotiations 
until this week. 

With former Gills boss Peter Taylor tak¬ 
ing over at Stevenage, the way was clear 
for Scally to offer Stimson the job and with¬ 
in 24 hours the deal was done. During the 
month-long gap, Scally said he made thor¬ 
ough enquiries and liked what he heard. 

He said: “I haven’t heard a bad word said 
about him. Managers at a very senior level 
have said they believe he is a fantastic 
coach and a great manager and he is going 
to go on and do very well. I suppose that’s 
what persuaded me to wait and be patient.” 

Stimson arrives at Priestfield with a bur¬ 
geoning reputation in management after 
an undistinguished playing career. 

After beginning as an apprentice at

Tottenham Hotspur, the defender had 
spells at Portsmouth, Newcastle and 
played 18 games for Gillingham in a loan 
spell in 1989. 

Stimson’s first job in management was 
as a player-manager at Essex side Grays 
Athletic, where he enjoyed substantial 
success. 

In three seasons he steered a club fight¬ 
ing relegation in the Ryman Premier, 
into the conference, winning two FA 
Trophies along the way. 

Stimson resigned in 2006 and moved to 
Stevenage. In his only full season in charge 
at Broadhall Way, Borough finished eighth 
in the Conference, but the team made his¬ 
tory in May by becoming the first team to 
win a final at the new Wembley Stadium. 

For Stimson, the 3-2 win over 
Kidderminster Harriers was his third FA 
Trophy in as many years, which had 
never been achieved before. 

When asked about his approach to the 
game, Stimson, 39, said: “Discipline is a 
serious thing for me in football. 

“I have a family with three children, but 
football is my main buzz and it is a 
passion I have got and I really do enjoy 
winning matches. 

“I try and do that in a certain way 
with a style of football I like to play. 

My beliefs are to play football on the 
floor with a lot of movement, but that 
requires superior fitness levels - that is 
something we are going to ask the 
players to take on board. 

“They are going to have to be super fit 
and if they can play the ball on the floor 
that will be even better.” 

To help improve the squad’s fitness 
levels, he will bring in his own fitness 
coach. It is unclear if he will be able to 
reunite with Scott Barrett, his assistant 


at Stevenage and Grays. 

Former Gills goalkeeper Barrett is still under 
contract at Stevenage, but it is thought Stimson 
would be keen to bring him to Priestfield. 

While Stimson may not be the big name 
some fans were expecting, Gills fan and joint 
publisher of fansite GillsConnect.com Alan 
Liptrott, thinks it could be a good appoint¬ 
ment, providing he is backed by the board. 

Credentials 

He said: “He comes across as very passionate 
and that’s what we want at Gillingham. 

“His credentials at non-league level speak 
for themselves, but I think we need an injec¬ 
tion of players somewhere along the line. We 
certainly need quality to get us up the league.” 

One factor Liptrott thinks the fans will be 
pleased with is the retention of Iffy Onoura, 
who acted as caretaker manager during the 
eight weeks. He will now revert to his previous 
position of first-team coach. 

Liptrott said: “Iffy has a lot of friends at 
Gillingham and he deserves the chance to stay 
after doing well during a difficult time.” 

Stimson’s first game in charge in front of the 
home fans will be Tuesday night’s match 
against Doncaster Rovers. 
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Saaa ends as Scallv picks Stimson 
to take over the Priestfield hot seat

GILLINGHAM chairman Paul 
Scally unveiled Mark Stimson as 
the club’s new manager on 
Thursday, finally bringing an end 
to a saga lasting 54 days. 

When Ronnie Jepson left the club on 
September 9, few fans would have expect¬ 
ed to wait until November for his perma¬ 
nent replacement to start work. 

Announcing Stimson, a beaming Scally 
acknowledged the delay had been frustrat¬ 
ing for the fans but felt it was necessary to 
get the right man for the job. 

Delighted 

He said: “It has been a while coming, but 
we are delighted Mark has joined us. 

“He is a manager of extremely high qual¬ 
ity and we believe he is the man who will 
take the club forward, establish a new cul¬ 
ture here at Priestfield, and he can’t wait to 
get working with the players. 

“Obviously it has been difficult because it 
has been a waiting game to see if Mark 
was available to resolve his issues with his 
previous club. 

“But once that crystallised yesterday, 
[Wednesday] I spoke to his agents and 
advisers and managed to persuade him to 
sign a contract today, which he has done.” 


For Stimson, who has faced contractual 
restrictions since resigning as manager at 
conference side Stevenage Borough last 
month, the prospect of leading a league 
club was too good to turn down. 

He said: “I feel very proud, I have been 
given an opportunity to manage in the 
football league, which is something I 
have dreamt of doing for the last three or 
four years. 

“Hopefully I can come in and put some 
new ideas to the players and get them up 
the top end of the table where I think 
they belong.” 

The 39-year-old signed a deal which will 
keep him at the club until the end of the 
2010-2011 season. 

Iffy Onoura, who has been in a caretaker 
role for nearly two months, will revert to 
his original position of first-team coach. 

He picked the team for the final time at 
last night’s game at Swansea City, but 
otherwise Stimson was in full control. — 

Onoura, who initially declared his 
interest in taking on the manager’s 
role full-time, said he was excited 
about working with Stimson. 

He said: “We both have a desire to 
see football played in the right way 
and be successful, so straightaway we 
spoke the same language. 

“The last few weeks have been a 
fantastic learning curve for me. I 
have enjoyed the responsibility, but 
it’s far healthier there is a manager 


who everyone knows is the man in 
charge.” 

Stimson admitted he had not seen 
Gillingham this season, but felt despite 
their current league position of 18th, 
promotion was still a realistic aim. 

He said: “Having looked at the current 
squad, on paper it is very strong. 

“At the moment they are not produc¬ 
ing what they should for obviously 
different reasons. I am going to go in 
there and throw some ideas at them 
and hopefully turn those losses into 
wins or draws.”
